House Vote to “Freeze” Selection is Reversed 
When Rep. Vinson Promises Thorough Study 


The committee of the Whole House, 
this week voted into the Naval Appro- 


priation bill an amendment intended to | 


stop all functioning of selection boards 
and all consequent retirements during the 


next fiscal year. It also was construed to | 


prohibit the commissioning of 293 mem- 
bers of this year’s graduating class at 
the Naval Academy. 

In the words of the amendment’s spon- 
sor, Representative Byron Scott of Cali- 
fornia, it was designed to “force” the 
Naval affairs committee and the Navy 
Department “to do something about the 
present method of selection and mect the 
situation the best they can.” 

The action in adopting the amendment 
Thursday in the Committee of the Whole 
House by a standing vote of 81 to 51 and 
a later teller vote of 98 to 52, was re 
versed in the House Friday by a vote of 
83 to 110 when Representative Scott with- 
drew his support after Representative 
Vinson of Georgia, promised that the 
Naval Affairs Committee of which he is 
chairman, would institute a thorough 
study of the selection system immediately 
after the expected building program is 
reported out, which he estimated to be 
the first week in February. 

The actual wording of the amendment 
is as follows:

Reenlistment Allowance 

Prospects for restoration of the reen- 
listment allowance after next July 1 were 
measurably brighter this week following 
statements of Congressional leaders that 
money for its payment to enlisted men 
of the Navy and Coast Guard is contained 
in the Naval and Postoflice Appropriation 
bills. 

The House Appropriations Committee 
lust week left out of the Treasury-Post- 
office Appropriation bill a ° provision 
recommended by the President to con 
tinue suspension of the allowance to en- 
listed men of all services for another year 
but failed to add to the Coast Guard ap- 
propriations the $259,248 estimated as re- 
quired to pay the allowance to men of 
that service. Representative Byron N. 
Scott, D of Calif., leader in the fight to 
restore the allowance, proposed to in- 
crease the Coast Guard pay funds by this 
amount, but withdrew the amendment 
when leaders of the committee assured 
him that payment of the allowance could 
be made from the fund without making 
any increase. 

Representative Ludlow, chairman of 
the subcommittee in charge of the 
Treasury bill stated that the committee 
believed that “out of such a large appro- 
priation there might be found enough 
money to pay it” and Representative 
Taber, ranking minority member of the 
Appropriations committee said: “The 
whole committee felt that there was more 
money in this appropriation than there 
should be, but in view of this situation, 
we left it alone and did not cut it.” 

Congressman Scott submitted an 
amendment to the Navy appropriation

On Friday Representative Scott told 
the House that he had conferred with 
Mr. Vinson and had been promised 
prompt action on selection. In view of 
that, he said, he was releasing those who 
had promised to vote for the amendment 
and would not vote for it himself. Repre- 
sentative Vinson then took the floor, as- 
serting that he was anxious to have a 
fair promotion system, and that he had 
planned anyway to hold hearings after 
getting a report from the Bureau of the 
Budget on his measure now before the 
committee. 

While the members of the House as- 
sumed—and there didn’t seem to be any 
doubt in their minds—that this would 
stop all selection activities for the coming 
year and also stop consequent retire- 
ments, opinion at the Navy Department 
differed. While surprised at the power 
shown in the House by those in favor 
of reforming the selection system, officers 
at the Department made a hasty study of 
the new amendment yesterday morning. 
They opined that it would accomplish 
none of the legislative objectives at- 
tributed to it by the House. It would not,

Favors Auto Allowance 

Rear Adm. Charles Conard, Paymaster 
General of the Navy, told the House naval 
appropriations subcommittee during the 
hearings on the 1939 Navy supply bill 
that Naval officials have considered that 
legislation should be enacted to compen- 
sate officers who have to use their priv- 
ately owned automobiles on Government 
business and indicated that he personally 
favored such a course, 

The statement came in response to a 
query from Representative Charles A. 
Plumley, R. of Vt., who asked: 

“May I ask, Admiral, if anywhere in 
this budget, or in these tables, there is 
anything included or suggested to be in- 
cluded to cover the expense incurred by 
officers who use their private automobiles 
on Government business?” 

“We have no estimate of that nature, 
answered Admiral Conard. 

“There is no item included for that, so 
far as you know,” continued Mr. Plumley. 

“Except insofar as an officer traveling 
under orders and drawing mileage may 
use his automobile for the transporta- 
tion,” the Admiral stated. 

“IT read something that Admiral An- 
drews had to say about the inequity and 
injustice of compelling an officer to use 
his own car in Governmént business,” said 
the Congressman. 

“That is very true, and we have con- 
sidered at various times that there should 
he some legislation to provide for condi- 
tions of that sort,” stated Admiral Con- 
ard. 

“But there is no provision made for it 
here,” Mr. Plumley continued. 

“We have made no provision for it,” 
was the answer,

Blue Dress Uniforms 
Required at U.S. Posts 


The War Department announced yes- 
terday that all officers stationed at Posts 
in the United States must buy blue dress 
uniforms before October 1, 1988, 

While restricted to officers stationed 
at Posts in the United States the order 
has the effect of requiring all officers to 
purchase the additional uniform, for 
normal transfers will bring all officers 
to such duty within a short period. 
furthermore, it is likely that the require- 
ment will be extended. 

As announced, the new requirement 
means that the blue dress uniform will 
be for evening wear and not for mili- 
tary duty with troops, such as parades 
and inspections. Wearing of the blue 
uniform at parades and other duties 
with troops could hardly be required 
until money is forthcoming to purchase 
blue uniforms for the enlisted men, 

This action was forecast by recent ac- 
tion specifying that officers attending 
functions at the White House must wear 
the blue uniform, Starting thus at the 
executive mansion, speculation has it 
that the new requirement may be at- 
tributed to the White House. 

It is the first time dress uniforms 
have been required articles of wear since 
before the World War. 

The text of the announcement given 
out at the War Department yesterday 
follows: 

“The War Department is issuing in- 
structions today which require all offi- 
cers of the Regular Army at Regular 
Army Posts in the United States to pro- 
vide themselves with the blue dress 
uniform including full dress belt and 
cap on or before October 1, 1938, 

“After that date the OD service 
woolen uniform will no longer be con- 
sidered «a dress uniform and the blue 
dress uniform will be prescribed for 
wear by officers after retreat. 

“While uniforms may be used for 
dress as at present at those posts where 
climatic conditions permit their use, The 
new instructions do not pertain to offi- 
cers who on October 1, 1938 are under 
orders for overseas service, The Blue 
dress uniform which is now prescribed 
is that already authorized for voluntary 
wear by cireular No. 7, dated Jan, 21, 
1937 and Circular No, 19, dated March 
8, 1037.

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As Newspaper Editors View . Anti-Espionage Regulations 


The question as to whether or not the United States has been too lenient in its 
guarding of military secrets has been broached many times in the press and in 
Congress. A Dill has been introduced into Congress to “tighten up” existing 
restrictions, and to establish limits as to the accesibility of military reservations to 
civilians, Below are quoted a few comments from the nation’s editorial pages 
regarding the new proposals, 


The Butte, Mont., Standard, says, “It seems to be high time that Washington 
took some specific action to curb as much as possible the operations of spies on our 
Western Coast, and for that matter, those who operate on the Eastern shores of our 
country. The need for more drastic means for protecting our military secrets was 
recognized recently by President Roosevelt, who wrote to the House Military 
Committee urging restrictions against photographing of this country’s fortifications. 
In response the committee reported a bill, already approved by the Senate, which 
will permit more effective control of the activities of persons who are attempting to 
study the vital military and naval installations in various parts of the country. 

“In other countries strict vigilance is maintained at all times to prevent agents 
of any other nation from securing important data and information on national 
defenses. Many persons have been placed under arrest for not being able to explain 
satisfactorily when they have been found in the vicinity of fortifications and other 
important defense units. But in this country we have been more or less lax in 
guarding our important defense from prying eyes. 

“It seems that incidents in the Far Bast have awakened Washington to the need 
for curbing spies as much as possible.” 


The Troy, N. Y., Times-Herald, comments, “The statement by Soviet officials in 
Moscow that the United States is overrun with Japanese spies, and that this is 
particularly true of the Pacific Coast and the Panama Canal, quite probably is 
correct. And the motive of the Red government in kindly telling the American 
government what the American government undoubtedly already knows is perfectly 
p'ain. 

“So is the way in which the Soviet government has obtained its information. 
It could get its knowledge only from the spies and agents which it notoriously 
mnuintains in the United States. 

*Llowever, the country cannot fairly complain much. Even the friendliest nations 
heve their ‘intelligence men’ in one another's yards. And no reason exists for 
supposing that the United States is backward in this respect. 

“The game is not a pretty one; but it is practically universal.” 


“It should not be forgotten that the Japanese do not want a war with the United 
States,” writes the Hartford, Conn., Times, “Tokio will not only go far to avoid 
serious friction with this country over developments in China but will even more 
wunt to prevent giving the impression that it bas designs of attacking our shores 
or striking a blow at the Panama Canal, 

“One need not give weight to any sentimental considerations but place the case

The marksmanship courses for Infantry 
weapons have been revised with a view to 
shortening and simplification to the end 
that large numbers of men may be in- 
structed quicker and with less facilities 
than under the present system. 

Yopies of the new courses will be ready

The new courses represent long and 
hard work on the part of the personnel 
at Ft. Benning and the office of the Chief 
of Infantry. An important feature of the 
new courses is the use of the 1,000-inch 
range in the early stages, both with sma!l 
bore and 30 calibre. This permits training 
of men where the large ranges are not 
available or not large enough to accom- 
modate all trainees. 

The main features of the new courses 
are given by the War Department as fol- 
lows: 


Rifle Marksmanship 

Preparatory training (sighting and 
aiming, positions, rapid fire exercises) 
practically unchanged. 

Part of instruction practice with cal. .30 
ammunition will be done at 1000”, Other 
firing at 200, 300, 500 yards practically 
same as present course except: 

Rapid fire will start with firer in prone 
position 25 yards from firing line. When 
target appears he will rush to firing line 
and fire. 

Sitting position eliminated from record 
firing. 

Use of 1000” firing for instruction will 
cut down time required for firing on Class 
A range.

During the summer of 1937, as a result 
of his observations of the benefits accru- 
ing to Officers who participated in the 
first Army Command Post Exercise at 
Ft.

Hoyle, and Head- 
quarters Provisional Brigade in Wash- 
ington. For the National Guard, the exer- 
dse is designed particularly for the bene- 
fit of the officers permanently assigned to 
staff duty in National Guard divisional 
yeadquarters and National Guard state 
headquarters. In the Organized Reserve, 
the Chief of Staff of each division organ- 
ied a division staff of Reserve Officers. 
All Corps Area Service Commands were 
included. In the case of the Civilian Com- 
ponents, this work does not supersede the 
Third Corps Area Command and General 
Staff School extension course in which 
wme seventy-one National Guard Officers 
and three hundred and eleven Reserve 
Officers are enrolled, but is in addition 
threto, 

The general exercise consisted of three 
parts, The first part dealing with mobil- 
ation, was begun in November and has 
just been carried to completion. It re- 
quired from each administrative staff for 
all units to include the regiments, all de- 
tails of operation from M-Day to the con- 
cusion of mobilization training. 

The reports indicate that the work has 
heen enthusiastically received by Regu- 
lar Army, National Guard, and Reserve 
Units alike, because every officer has been 
given the chance to visualize definitely 
his own duties in the earlier days of 
mobilization. Valuable lessons have been 
learned and a number of points requiring 
further work by higher headquarters to 
mooth out rough spots have been noted. 

The second part of the general exercise 
consists of a concentration and an attack 
ly the Third Corps composed of the 8th 
Division (Regular Army) and the 28th 
ind 29th Divisions (National Guard) ; 
ind a concentration of the Thirteenth 
Corps composed of the 79th, 80th, and 
th Divisions (Organized Reserve) and 
the 62nd Cavalry Division (Organized 
Reserve ). 

The third and final part of the problem 
wil combine the two Corps and the 
Cavalry Division in an attack problem.

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Senators Discuss “Our National Defenses 
The WOR Forum Hour presented Jan. 16 over the network of the Mutual Broad- 
casting System, Senator David I. Walsh, of Massachusetts, Chairman of the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee, and Senator Gerald P. Nye, of North Dakota, in a dis- 


cussion of “Our National Defenses.’ 


Senator Nye spoke under the auspices of the National Council for Prevention 


of War. 


Pertinent extracts from the addresses of each follow : 


SENATOR DAVID I. WALSH 
ORLD conditions, it seems to me, 
make it imperative that we should 

support a program of national defense 
that not only embraces planning and 
specifying new ways and means of pre- 
serving our own strict neutrality in the 
event of war elsewhere; not only enact- 
ment of statutes to eliminate the profit 
motive within our own land as related to 
the supplying of materials or labor dur 
ing the state of war; but, most important 
of all, the strengthening of our national 
defense,—on land, on sea and in the air. 

Our Navy is necessarily our first line of 
defense and, if impregnable, our complete 
defense, because by the circumstances of 
our geographical position if any attack 
comes, it must come by way of the seas. 
In the event of war we must have a Navy 
and air force ready to withstand attacks 
immediately,—at the very hour war is 
declared and to repel any attempts at an 
invasion until a war-strength Army can 
be recruited and trained. 

In urging adequate national defense we 
must deal with realities, rather than with 


theories. That is what you expect and 
demand from the Chief Executive and 
the Congress. In speaking to you as 


Chairman of the Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee of the United States Senate, I am 
firmly convinced that the realities of to- 
day in the world at large admit of only 
one construction, namely, that strong and 
adequate national defense is the best, 
and perhaps, the only assurance of peace. 

The Italian conquest of Ethiopia would 
never have been undertaken had _ not 
Ethiopia been defenseless. Japan's pres- 
ent campaign to subjugate China, is 
predicated on the preposition that China 
is no match for Japan's strong military 
machine. 

The realities, in distinction from vis 
ionary theories, have demonstrated that 
treaties and international peace pacts af- 
ford no security of peace, and no defense 
from a foreign aggressor, and that lust of 
war, passion of conquest and ruthless dis- 
regard of national rights and human life, 
has seized upon the minds of many of the 
rulers in many lands. 

Happily no such lust of war and con 
quest is present in America and this is 
our assurance that our agencies of na- 
tional defense on land and on sea will 
never be utilized for any other purpose 
than our own defense. But agencies of 
defense we most certainly must have, and 
strong agencies, so strong that no other 
nation will dare to make war upon us, 

Let me deny, with all the vehemence 
and emphasis at my command, the charge 
sometimes made, that the advocates of 
increased naval building in this country, 
are proposing to enter the United States 
into a competitive race of increasing 
armaments, 

I believe that I am in a position to 
speak authoritatively of the purposes and 
intent underlying American naval policy, 
and in the minds of those in Congress im- 
mediately concerned with legislating for 
the Navy, and in the mind of the Navy 
Department, and in the mind and heart 
of our President. And nowhere is there 
any thought of a race for naval suprem- 
acy, or of building a navy as an instru- 
ment of aggression. 

We are concerned only with the ques- 
tion of building and maintaining a navy 
adequate for our own defense. One con- 
sideration of course, but by no means the 
dominant consideration, is the size and 
extent of the navies of foreign powers 
which could be pitted against us in the 
event of war. 

What we are now obliged to consider is 
the advisability, if not indeed the neces- 
sity, of enlarging the naval program we 
set out to accomplish when we author- 





ized the building of our Navy up to the | 
strength allotted and fixed under the now | 


abandoned naval limitation treaties. We 


never built up to that peace-time naval 
strength, Other powers ure building be- 
yond it. So that we are now confronted 
with the necessity of an enlarged naval 
program made in the light of present and 
future world events. Its size is naturally 
a problem for our naval experts,—but 
one thing is certain, there must be an ex- 
pansion of the Navy beyond the propor- 
tions heretofore deemed essential. 

We must now plan a Navy that will 
not merely be useful in the event we are 
forced into war,—it must be a Navy that 
in war is strong enough to destroy the 
enemy. 

SENATOR GERALD P. NYE 

hy there ever an ounce of truth in the 

idea that we need to spend another 
half billion, and more next year, and ever 
more and more, in order to defend Amer- 
ica? When one asks “how many dollars 
before our defense can be counted ade- 
quate?” the answer is: “More! More!” 

There is not a military man of standing 
in the nation who will say that an enemy 
can successfully attack the United 
States. In the House of Representatives 
Congressman Biermann of lowa annual- 
ly offers a cash reward for any one who 
can find such a statement, and has never 
been called upon to pay it. The late Ad- 
miral Sims, who was in charge of our 
fleet in European waters during the 
World War, said that the United States 
is safe from war because “no foreign 
power or group of powers can operate 
across the oceans and stand a chance in 
combat with the American Navy and 
planes operating from home bases.” Gen- 
eral Johnson Hagood has said that no 
force able to inflict damage “could come 
across the Atlantic Ocean, because there 
is no nation that has a suflicient Army 
und at the same time a sufficient number 
of ships to support it.” Major General 
William ©. Rivers has pointed out time 
and again that it is impossible for a for- 
eign Navy to attack our shores and land 
troops. Admiral H. EK. Yarnell, now in 
command in China, testified: “When we 
come to discuss the problem of defending 
the Pacific Coast it is reasonable to as- 
sume that the enemy will require the 
same advantages and preparedness to 
come to our coast that we feel are neces- 
sary to us in advancing our forces to the 
Western Pacific. Hence, the inhabitants 
of the Pacific Coast can sleep quietly in 
their beds until Japan builds a Navy 
twice the strength of that of the United 
States.” 

This is the essence of it. We must have 
un fleet two times the size of the Japanese 
fleet to even try to attack her—and she 
must have a fleet twice the size of ours 
to attack us. It is simply not within her 
power to outbuild us that way. Instead 
of the nine battleships she has now she 
would need thirty, or twice our present 
fifteen ships, to attack us. Unless she gets 
that thirty, and we stay still meanwhile 
aut fifteen—which we will not—she will 
have a Navy that is only as good as the 
second best poker hand, 

So, this big Navy of ours is not for 
defense of the United States. What is it 
for? *** 

This demand for a still bigger Navy is 
not for defense—it is not enough for an 
attack on Japan—it can not be finished in 
time to stop Japan in China—it is not 
preparation for any immediate war—it is 
not the best way of giving work to the un- 
employed. What is it then? Why must 
we have these capital ships? 

I see some significance in the fact that 
when the bids for the last two battleships 
went in, the Government yards at New 
York and Philadelphia greatly underbid 
the private yards, These new capital 
ships will have to go to the private yards 
because there is no more room for them 
in the government yards. That means 
profits to the private yards that would 





not have been spent if the government 
had enlarged its own yards. Two years 
ago the Munitions Committee recom- 
mended that the Navy enlarge its yards 

making them big enough for even the 
present naval race—at a cost of only 
$25,600,000, That cost would have been 
saved almost twice over on the three new 
capital ships. Now the private yards 
will get the profits. * * * 

The American people will do well to 
“Stop, Look and Listen.” First there was 
the nullification of the neutrality laws, 
taking off all the brakes which Congress 
put on war. Then there was the admin- 
ixtration’s contention that there was no 
war zone in China and because there was 
no war zone there we could safely leave 
our ships and citizens in it. Then there 
was the administration's pressure last 
Monday to force Congressmen to vote 
that Congress was not only too lacking in 
skill to debate and amend the War Ref- 
erendum, but that the people were too 
dumb to vote on foreign war. Now there 
is this big Navy proposal, Add it all up, 
and it spells “Merrily we roll along 
roll along—the road to war.” It's about 
time that the people began to see the red 
lights of danger as the speed increases, 





General Knight to Retire 


The War Department announced this 
week that Maj. Gen. Harry BE. Knight 
would retire from active service in the 
near future. General Knight, who has 
been on duty in Washington, D. C., for 
the past three years, has been in ill health 
for several months, 

The retirement of General Knight 
brings to a close a distinguished military 
career that was begun during the War 
with Spain. General Knight is one of a 
small group of officers of the Regular 
Army having the distinction of serving in 
every grade in the army from private to 
major general, 

General Knight was born in Elizabeth, 
N. J., in 1876, Soon after the opening of 
the War with Spain he enlisted as a 
private in the New York volunteers, A 
few months later he accepted a commis- 
sion as second lieutenant of infantry in 
the Regular Army. 

During the War with Spain, General 
Knight saw active field service in Cuba 
as an officer of the Ist infantry. In 1900 
he was sent to the Philippines where he 
participated in numerous battles and 
skirmishes during the Philippine Insur- 
rection, 

During much of the period of our par- 
ticipation in the World War General 
Knight was on duty in the War Plans Di- 
vision of the War Department General 
Staff in Washington. Later he served 
with the Army of Occupation in Ger- 
many. Following the War, General 
Knight served for a time in the Office of 
the Chief of Infantry. Later he was Ex- 
ecutive Officer of the Infantry School, 
Ft. Benning, and then commanded the 
26th Infantry at Plattsburg Barracks, 
N. Y. On his promotion to brigadier gen- 
eral he took command of the 18th Bri- 
gade at Boston. 

In 1935 General Knight was made As- 
sistant Chief of Staff, serving first in 
charge of the Military Intelligence Divi- 
sion and later as head of the Personnel 
Division. He was promoted to major gen 
eral on January 1, 1987. He is a graduate 
of the Infantry-Cavalry School and the 
Army War College and is on the General 
Staff Corps Eligible List.

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Need Field Artillery Officers 


An increase of 248 officers is needed for 
duty with the Field Artillery, Maj. Gen. 
Upton Birnie, jr., Chief of Field Artillery, 
stated in his annual report to the Secre- 
tary of War. 

Supporting his request for two assist- 
ants with the rank of brigadier general, 
as reported in the ArMy AND Navy 
JouRNAL last week, General Birnie said: 

“Based upon experience also, I am 
further of the firm belief that two as- 
sistant chiefs of Field Artillery with the 
rank of brigadier general, appointed for 
a period of four years, with rights of rank 
and pay of that grade upon retirement, 
are required for the important post of 
the command of the Field Artillery 
School, and for the duty involved incident 
to making the visits of observation now 
charged to chiefs of combatant branches 
to insure the efficiency of their arms. 

“The commandant of the special service 
school of a combatant branch has more 
than a purely administrative function to 
perform ; he must be thoroughly equipped 
professionally as a technician of his arm 
in order to assure a sound direction of the 
work of the school in accomplishing the 
purpose for which it is operated. 

“The visits of observation to units of 
the arm provide a very effective means of 
assistance to the chief of a combatant 
arm in the fulfillment of his functions, 
but to fully exploit such means requires 
in my opinion the undivided time and at- 
tention of one officer of high professional 
attainments and long experience in his 
arm, His position would be one of such 
prestige and responsibility as to call for 
and fully warrant during his incumbency 

of office the rank of brigadier general.” 

Extracts from General Birnie’s report 
follow: 

Need For Officers 

The necessity for additional officers in the 
Field Artillery, mentioned in previous annual 
reports, is again reported. The number of 
officers allotted for duty with the arm is 248 
leas than the peace strength Tables of Organi- 
zation authorize, However, since the officers 
required for CCC duty and post overhead are 
taken from those alloted for troop duty, the 
number performing such duty is actually 
much less than that nominally assigned to 
troops. 

The shortage is most acute in the lieutenant 
grades, Wxisting field artillery organizations 
actually require 632 lieutenants (by Tables

of Organization) whereas on May 31, 1937 only 
437 lieutenants were commissioned in the field 
artillery. Of those officers commissioned only 
$12, less than half the required number, were 
assigned to troop duty. Of the lieutenants 
not assigned to troop duty, 71 were students 
at service schools and 40 were instructors at 
the United States Military Academy, an un- 
reasonably large number on the latter duty. 
It has been recommended that a larger pro- 
portion of captains be selected for instructors 
at the United States Military Academy. 

The number of officers on duty with civilian 
components is constantly increasing, and it is 
increasing at the expense of officers available 
for Regular Army troop units. 

It is considered that the allotment of officers 
for the Field Aftillery, for duty with the arm, 
should be increased by 248. Of the 1,609 offi- 
cers assigned to the arm, but 905 are on duty 
with it. 

Regular Army Training 

The training of regular field artillery units 
was efficiently carried out during the past 
year, with further stress being placed upon 
training in fire direction, in the technique 
and the tactical application of service firing, 
and in cooperation with supported arms. Serv- 
ice firing reports indicate general improve- 
ment in the results obtained from the present 
limited ammunition allowance, and marked 
improvement in certain units, 


Field Artillery School 


An unusually heavy load was placed this 
year upon the Field Artillery School, in addi- 
tion to its normal instructional load, in the 
study and test of the proposed new organiza- 
tion, the preparation and marking of exami- 
nations of reserve officers under the Thoma- 
son Bill, and the major revision of the Field 
Artillery Field manual now in progress. 

Although there was no increase in staff and 
faculty to meet these additional requirements, 
and the staff and faculty were greatly over- 
worked during a greater part of the year, the 
courses of instruction were conducted with 
the usual high degree of efficiency. Much 
credit is due the personnel of the Field Artil- 
lery School for the accomplishment of the 
unusual demands made upon it this year. 

Motor Transportation 

The superiority of all-wheel-drive over other 
types, with respect to vehicles of which cross- 
country operation is required continues to be 
demonstrated in tactical exercises. The need 
for all-wheel-drive light vehicles for recon- 
naissance purposes is becoming more and more 
evident. The increasing availability of the 
all-wheel-drive vehicle as a commercial 
product is noted. 

Although the tractor does not constitute 
at present the primary type of field artillery 
prime mover, through Ordnance sources con- 
tact has been maintained with the commercial 
tractor industry in order that this office may 
be kept informed as to the availability and 
suitability of the comercial product, and of 
advances made in design. 

This arm has just completed an extensive 
study and evaluation of experience to date in 
maintenance of field artillery motor trans- 
port. Working in conjunction with the other 
arms and services, the first detailed plan for 
a coordinated system of motor maintenance 
throughout the Army has been prepared and 
is being placed in effect within this arm, 

Matériel 

Manufacture authorized for the fiscal year 
1938 will complete the arming of all active field 
artillery units of Regular Army cavalry forces, 
with the 75-mm, field howitzer; the project of 
rearming active field artillery units of Regu- 
lar Army infantry divisions with the standard 
weapon (the 75-mm. gun and carriage M2) 
will still require the provision of 17 batteries 
of this materiel. 

During the past year, development and 
standardization has been accomplised of the 
pneumatic-tired adapters to permit high- 
speed towage of the 75-mm. gun and carriage 
mi9i6; manufacture of adapters has been 
initiated to equip all existent carriages of 
this type. Although not the equal of the M2 
type, this weapon possesses flexibility of fire 
markedly superior to the 75-mm, gun and 
carriage m1897 (French) type, modified for 
high speed. 

Development currently being carried out, 
which continves prior development in this 
caliber, should produce a new pilot 105mm. 
howitzer for test early in 1938, 

Modification for high-speed towage of all 
155-mm. howitzers of active field artillery 
units of the Regular Army has been accom- 
plished, While tests of firing platforms per- 
mitting ready traverse of this weapon indi- 
cate need for improvement in design of the 
platform, in its application the principle ap- 
pears to be advantageous and satisfactory. 

The first battery of the production model 
of the 155-mm, gun 8” howitzer carriage has 
been placed in service at Ft. Bragg, N. C. 

A suitable modification of the 155-mm. gun 
carriage, to permit its towage at increased 


No Cheney Award for 1937 


There will be no grant of the Cheney 
Award for the year 1937, the Chief of the 
Air Corps, Maj. Gen. Oscar Westover, an- 
nounced this week. 

“While there were several instances 
during the calendar year 1937 where Air 
Corps personnel performed heroic feats 
in connection with flying which involved 
risk of life, the Board of Officers ap- 
pointed by the Chief of the Air Corps to 
select the person most meriting the 
Cheney Award, after careful considera- 
tion recommended that none of these 
cases exactly satisfied nor distinctly 
merited the grant of the Cheney Award,” 
it was divulged, 

The terms of the grant of this distin- 
guished trophy particularly state that it 
shall be awarded to the officer or enlisted 
man in the Army Air Corps, regular or re- 
serve, for an act of valor of extreme forti- 
tude or self-sacrifice in a humanitarian 
interest in connection with aircraft in 
the Army Air Corps. 


President Endorses Army Day 


In extending his endorsement of Army 
Day, the eleventh annual celebration of 
which will be held on April 6th next, 
President Roosevelt took occasion to call 
attention to “the present disturbed con- 
dition of the world.” 

In his letter to Rear Adm. Reginald R. 
Belknap, USN-Ret., Commander-in-Chief 
of the Military Order of the World War, 
which organization founded the Army 
Day idea, the President pays high tribute 
to the “steadily improving” efficiency of 
the American Army ; and he expresses the 
hope “that the people of the country will 
take the opportunity afforded by the com- 
ing observance to learn more about their 
Army and its role in the preservation of 
American peace and security.” 

Last year, Congress adopted a Resolu- 
tion permanently recognizing Army Day, 
and the President of the United States, 
followed by the Governors of the various 
states, issued Proclamations in con- 
sonance thereto. 

The President’s letter to Admiral Bel- 
knap reads as follows: 

January 17, 1938. 
“THE WHITE HOUSE 
WASHINGTON 
Dear Admiral Belknap: 

In the present disturbed condition of the 
world the observance of Army Day on April 
sixth of this year will serve to focus the at- 
tention of our people on our own national 
defense. The American nation is committed 








to peace and the principal reason for the 
existence of our armed forces is to guarante 


our peace. 


The traditional American policy is to majy. 
tain only a small Regular Army, and to 
in an emergency on patriotic citizeng Called 
to the colors when our peace and safety gy 
threatened. The National Defense Act

Prompt construction for the Navy of a 
training airship to replace the Los 
Angeles, as recommended by the Navy 
Department General Board was urged by 
the First National Aeronautic Planning 
Conference, which met in Cleveland Jan. 
9 to 12, 

The Conference recommended that the 
Navy determine by actual experience the 
scouting value of airships and the need 
for their further construction for Naval 
purposes. 

The Conference quoted the report of 
the Federal Aviation Commission, as fol- 
lows, in conjunction with its action. 

“The Navy should determine by actual ex- 
perience the scouting value of airships and 
the need for their further construction for 
naval purposes. The prompt construction for 
the Navy of a training airship to replace the 
Los Angeles, as recommended by the Navy 
General Board, should be undertaken, The 
production of helium by the Bureau of Mines 
should be continued. 

“The Navy's use of the airship has indicated 
its principal value to lie in long-range scout- 
ing. At no time has more than one airship 
been available for Fleet exercises, and this 
has presented a serious obstacle to the form- 
ing of sound conclusions. The Army, by 
agreement, has delegated to the Navy cogni- 
zance of the development of rigid airships, 
reserving the right to employ such aircraft at 
a future date. It is believed that the Navy's 
use of airships should be determined by ex- 
perience, 

“The training airship Los Angeles has been 
rendered obsolete by the improved speed, 
safety, and radius of more modern airships. 
If airship operations are to continue, the Los 
Angeles should be replaced by a modern air- 
ship of moderate size, suitable for intensive 
operations in all weather and especially 
equipped for training officers for service on 
larger airships by actual test of their judg- 
ment and weather sense. An officer should 
not be responsible for the navigation of a 
large scouting airship until he has had ample 
opportunity for training on a smaller airship 
such as is here recommended,” 





Admiral Leahy on World 
Conditions 


Admiral William D. Leahy, Chief of 
Naval Operations, had the following to 
say on the need for maintaining the pres- 
ent program of National Defense, during 
the hearings on the 1939 Naval appropria- 
tion bill: 

The present moment is not one when the 
United States can safely reduce its means for 
national defense without jeopardizing our 
national security. The political conditions in 
the world, both in Europe and in the Far 
Hast, are more threatening than at any time 
since 1918, and are distinctly worse than a 
year ago. In China a major conflict is in 
progress involving grave danger to American 
citizens. The civil war in Spain continues 
unabated and the possibility of a general 
European conflict is ever present. We must 
continue to maintain our existing national 
defense establishments at their highest effi- 
ciency, complete as soon as possible and prac- 
ticable the projects now under way to im- 
prove or augment the existing establishments, 
and provide those features which are still 
lacking and which are vital to the efficiency 
of the national defense at sea. In consider- 
ing estimates for the Navy, conditions in the 
world on all sides of us and the strength of 
our Navy as compared with the strength of 
the navies of other great powers must be 
considered.

Cost of the Navy 


The annual cost of a treaty strength 
Navy, estimated at $555,000,000 by the 
former Chief of Naval Operations Ad- 
miral Standley, three years ago, will be 
at least $650,000,000 in the opinion of 
Representative William B. Umstead, 
chairman of the House subcommittee on 
naval appropriations. 


Last year, it will be recalled, it was 
announced that this estimate should have 
been $584,000,000 as an error was made 
in computing the figure. Now, Represen- 
tative Umstead told the House, other 
factors have come into the picture—not 
the proposed naval increase—which make 
it necessary to raise this estimate still 
further. He said: 

During the hearings on the pending mea- 
sure it developed that it would need to be 
further increased because of an underesti- 
mate of the number of enlisted men that 
would be needed. Furthermore, since that 
estimate was prepared leave laws have been 
enacted, adding several millions more, and it 
is manifest that shipbuilding costs have as- 
sumed proportions never before contem- 
plated. The committee has no more recent 
prophecy from the Department of what the 
ultimate figure might be, but it is my opinion 
that the Navy, when completed along the 
lines contemplated by the Vinson-Trammell 
Act, will cost a minimum of $650,000,000 a 
year, and that sum is exclusive of additions 
in consequence of whatever increases the 
Congress hereafter may authorize in the size 
of the Navy, which, of course, when carried 
out, will add to the annual maintenance load 
in proportion to the size of the expansion 
authorized. 

Rear Adm. H. E. Kimmell, Navy Budg- 
et Officer, told the House committee dur- 
ing the appropriations hearings that the 
preliminary estimates for 1939 as sub- 
mitted by the bureas and offices of the 
Department had totalled $713,743,273, 
and that the estimates submitted by the 
Department to the Bureau of the Budget 
were $632,208,236. These were reduced 
by the Budget to $565,929,461 and by the 
House committee in turn to $549,195,494, 
with an additional $4,071,000 in reappro- 
priations. 

Questioned as to the wide variance be- 
tween the Department’s original esti- 
mated annual cost of a Treaty Navy, Ad- 
miral Kimmell declared that that the 
$584,000,000 figure was an average one, 
that the increase in the treaty limits 
when Great Britain and Japan exercised 
the escalator clause in the 1930 naval 
treaty to retain cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines necessarily will increase the 
annual cost figure, and that included in 
the $632,000,000 total were funds for 
adding to the Naval Supply Account Fund 
and for purchasing reserves of strategic 
materials.

Annapolis—All hands and the ship's 
cook are happy this week in Annapolis.

(a) The organization of the Command- 
ant of the New York Navy Yard, Rear 
Adm. Clark H. Woodward, Capt. E. H. 
Cope, (SC), USN, having immediate 
charge of the packing, crating and boxing 
and shipping arrangements, He was as- 
sisted by Mr. Fred Avery of New York 
City who has had a working acquaintance 
of this collection for over 30 years and 
assisted Colonel Rogers in repairing and 
restoring the models some years ago at 
the latters home near Southampton, Long 
Island, known as the Port of Missing 
Men. Two joiners and two packers to- 
gether with four laborers, all experts in 
their specialties, were engaged 18 days in 
the work. 

(b) The express agency made a spe- 
cial job of this assignment. How well it 
succeeded has been noted above. Two 
large steel express cars 60 and 74 ft. re- 
spectively transported the shipment, each 
ear being placed in charge of a special 
representative. The cars were separately 
attached to the rear of different pas- 
senger trains and this arrangement was 
continued to Annapolis from Baltimore 
over the electric line of the Baltimore and 
Annapolis Rail Road. Specially guarded 
switching arrangements were made at 
Long Island City and in Baltimore. The 
cars were too long to make the railroad 
curves entering the Naval Academy 
Ground and the unloading was made at 
the local freight depot into trucks and 
vans under the supervision of the Naval 
Academy Supply Department, Capt. W. 
D. Sharp, assisted by a force from the 
Buildings and Grounds division under 
Capt. C. W. Crosse and Mr. H. W. Davey.

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House Considers Naval Appropriations Bill 


The Appropriations bill reported to the | 
House Jan. 17 by Chairman William B. | 
Umstead of the subcommittee on the 
Navy Department recommended a total 
of $550,718,494 — which is $32,604,536 
more than the appropriations for the 
errent fiscal year but $15,210,967 less 
than the amount recommended by the 
Bureau of the Budget. Much of the re- 
duction from the Budget’s figures, how- 
ever, Was occasioned by reappropriating 
funds now held in the administrative re- 
serve and cutting the new appropriations 
correspondingly. 

The bill passed the House Jan. 21 with 
no changes from the measure as reported 
out by the committee. The final vote on 
its passage was 283 to 15. A proposal to 
eliminate one of the battleships was de- 
feated 27-101. 

Construction of 84 vessels will be con- 
tinued and 22 additional ones will be laid 
down, making a total of 106 ships pro- 
vided for in the measure. Regarding the 
battleships, the committee pointed out | 
that the two now building were esti- | 
mated a year ago to cost $60,173,000 | 
apiece. That figure, it was stated, has | 
now been advanced to $64,278,250, while 
the two newest ones to be laid down under 
the bill are estimated at $70,850,300 each.

Salient portions of the report of the 
committee, detailing its changes and 
reasons, follow: 


Naval Reserve 

The estimate divides $2,706,055 for the sea- 
going branch and $6,455,265 for the aviation 
branch. The committee has not disturbed 
the estimate except to provide, as previously 
indicated herein, that $371,000 of the current 
appropriation, which has been administra- 
tively withheld from obligation, shall be 
available to defer to that extent the cost of 
this activity during the fiscal year of 1939. 


Naval Academy 

The committee has effected reductions to- 
taling $80,126 in the estimates submitted for 
the support and maintenance of this insti- 
tution. 

Owing to the increased number of mid- 
thipmen resulting from four appointments, 
Which became effective in 1985, there has been 
need to increase the number of employees 
in the commissary department during the 
tcademic year. This has been done by as- 
Sssing each midshipman $1 per month. An 
tstimate was presented of $21,150 for the em- 
ployment of 16 additional persons in the com- 
missary department with view to relieving 
the midshipmen of the charge which they 
tow bear. The committee is not disposed to 
reommend to change in the present practice 
at this time. 

The number of appointments to the Naval 
Academy is continued at four in the accom- 
Panying bill. The present authorized line 
oficer strength of the Navy is 6,531, exclusive 
of officers carried as additional numbers.

line officer strength from September 30, 1937, 
to the time in 1945 just following the com- 
missioning of the graduating class of that 
year. Beginning with the fiscal year 1939, for 
which year the table gives a total of 6,061, 
there should be added for that year 674 avia- 
tion cadets, and for subsequent years an in- 
creasing number of such cadets up to a maxi- 
mum of between 800 and 900. Immediately 
we find an excess of officers over the number 
contemplated by the act of July 22, 1935, 
fixing the strength at 6,531, which number 
it was not expected to attain before 1945. 
Considering besides officers in the “additional 
number” column of the table cited, composed 
very largely of officers who have failed of 
selection for promotion, we find for the fiscal 
year 1939, including 674 aviation cadets, a 
total of 7,498 officers, and that number pro- 
gressively expands down through the years. 

Manifestly, with such a picture, existing 
personnel legislation or needs would not war- 
rant a larger number of appointments to the 
Naval Academy. On the contrary, on the 
basis of existing legislation, and taking into 
consideration aviation cadets and officers car- 
ried in the additional number category, there 
would be more justification for reducing the 
number of appointments.

THE COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE HOUSE served notice this week on the 
Chairman of its Naval Committee and the Navy Department that it will not tolerate the 
continuance of the present selection system in the Navy and Marine Corps. As always 
is the case with amendments offered on the floor, that which the House adopted was 
drastic, and, indeed, unnecessary. Had the normal procedure been followed, and 
had the Navy Department impressed upon the Naval Committee, service dissatisfac- 
tion with, and even resentment at, the injustices the system imposed, that Committee 
would have conducted a thorough investigation, and developed a bill acceptable to 
the Government and the officers concerned, But the Department did not want the 
investigation, and Mr. Vinson exercised the power of his chairmanship to pigeonhole 
all proposals looking to it. The Department even went to the extent of refusing to 
give publicity to the report of the General Board. It contented itself with a reference 
in the annual report of the Secretary of the Navy to the “great importance” of passing 
a bill which would ameliorate the situation of officers retired because of non-selection. 
As a result of the course it has pursued, the Department, as the debate in the House 
shows, has brought into discussion the integrity of the retirement system, not only 
for the Navy and the Marine Corps, but for the Army, the Coast Guard, the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey and the Public Health Service. It was not surprising, in view 
of the knowledge members of Congress had obtained, that they were willing to voice 
their disapproval of the operation of the selection system, their opposition to un- 
necessary loading of the retired list, and their criticism of the indifference of the 
Chairman of the Naval Committee to the promotion problem. The Senate Naval Com- 
mittee, under the enlightened chairmanship of Senator Walsh, has been more dis- 
posed to probe both the operation and administration of the selection laws. The vote 
in the House is certain now to cause such action. Supplied with the facts, the Com- 
mittee should be able to propose changes in the laws which will assure fairness and 
justice ruling in promotion. That is a consummation the country will wish in the 
interest of improved morale and increased efficiency in the sea branch of its defense. 


IT APPPARS AT LAST as though the leadership of the House has given 
way to the demand for the resumption of the payment of the reenlistment allow- 
ance to the men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard. The Trea- 
sury-Post Office subcommittee dropped out of the bill the prohibition against 
its payment, This restrictive prohibition had been included in the Bureau of the 
Budget’'s estimates as sent to Congress by President Roosevelt. Subsequently when 
Representative Byron Scott of California sought to increase the actual appropria- 
tions sufficiently to provide funds for the payments of such allowances during 
1939 he was informed that the committee had considered the subject and decided 
that the estimate would take care of the payments, thus indicating their reconcilia- 
tion to resumption of these payments due to the services’ enlisted men. When the 
Navy bill was on the floor Representative Scott took similar action and was like- 
wise informed that the money in the bill would take care of the payments and 
even if it would not a legal deficiency could be incurred under the law. There 
thus seems to be no doubt in the Congressional minds that the reenlistment allow- 
ances will be paid beginning July 1, 19388. Yet, the utmost vigilance must be main- 
tained by the friends of the services in the House and Senate. It will be recalled 
that last year the prohibition was killed from the Treasury-Post Office bill, but 
was later slipped into a deficiency bill by the Bureau of the Budget and passed 
by the Senate when those interested were not on the floor. Similar action must be 
avoided this year. To permit the continuation of this salary cut on the lowest paid 
class of government employees (after all other classes have been restored their 
salary losses suffered under the economy act) would be most unjust and inexcusable.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Far Eastern Military Situation—During the past week the Japanese forces moving 
east from Tsinan along the Tsinan-Tsingtao Railroad have established contact with 
the small landing party which had advanced from Tsingtao along the railroad to the 
west, thus giving the Japanese full control of the railway line and that portion of the 
Shantung province to the northeast. Late press dispatches report that additional 
Japanese troops have been landed at Tsingtao, which may be utilized by the Japanese 
Army as a base of operations in the future. 

No further advances by the Japanese have been made either to the south from 
the general area around Tsining in Shantung or to the north from the Nanking area. 


Inadequacy of Pay Stressed—Inadequacy of pay is causing hardship to naval 
personnel, Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, told 
the House naval appropriations subcommittee during hearings on the 1939 Navy 
supply bill. 

“The personnel of the Navy are receiving pay and allowances as fixed in 
1922,” he said. “With respect to officers, the act of 1922 was in itself largely a 
readjustment of the pay basis throughout the military services and effected but 
a slight increase, of approximately 10 per cent on the average, in the pay of 
naval personnel under the act of 1908. Similarly, the pay of enlisted men was in- 
creased approximately 35 per cent. In other words, in 28 years, wherein the cost 
of living has increased materially and the pay of other Federal officials and of 
State officials has been largely increased, only a slight increase has been granted 
naval officers and men. In consequence considerable hardship has been and is being 
experienced by naval personnel and, while the morale of the service remains high, 
financial difficulties caused by inadequacy of pay necessarily detract from their 
entire devotion to the service.” 

Representative Plumley, R of Vt., asked him whether the pay inadequacy 
affected in any way the efficiency of the officer personnel of the Navy. 

“Yes, sir, I do,” replied the Admiral. “I think where an officer has a family 
and children and is trying to maintain them as they should be maintained and 
to send his children to school, he certainly is distracted to a certain extent from 
his main mission of being a naval officer, in trying to look after that family on 
the pay that he receives.” 


Chief of Infantry in Panama on Inspection Tour—A special review of the troops 
of the Pacific Sector was tendered Maj. Gen. George A. Lynch, chief of Infantry, 
who, with Mrs. Lynch, arrived in the Canal Zone Jan, 12 on the USAT Republic. 
Brig. Gen, Frederic H, Smith, USA, commanding general of the Pacific Sector, was 
in command of the marching troops, General Lynch was accompanied by Maj, Gen. 
David L, Stone, USA, Department Commander, and his staff. 

Troops of the 4th Coast Artillery, Fort Amador; the 33rd Infantry with the 
62nd Separate Q. M, Troop (Pack) attached; the 1st Battalion, 2nd Field Artillery ; 
the 1st Separate Chemical Company and the 6th and 8th Separate Q. M. Companies 
(Truck) Q. M. C., (motors only) passed in review. 

A salute of thirteen guns was fired by the 2nd Field Artillery upon the arrival 
of the Chief of Infantry and party at the Fort Clayton reservation and the Escort 
of Honor consisted of the Band and one battalion of the 33rd Infantry, less their 
Machine Gun Company, 


Navy Captains Shift—The Navy Department announced this week a great many 
changes among captains of the Navy, Capt. Ezra G. Allen was ordered to the Office 
of Operations, as was Capt. Russell 8S. Crenshaw, and Capt. Robert L. Ghormley. 

Capt. Howard H, Crosby was ordered from the Naval Academy to Chief of Staff 
and aide, Commander, Destroyers, Battle Force, Capt, Robert A. Dawes was ordered 
from Chief of Staff, Commander, Base Force to Chief of Staff and aide, Commandant, 
12th Naval District. Capt. William H, Pashley was ordered to command the Missis- 
sippi and Capt, Alexander Sharp to command the Idaho, Capt. Harry E. Shoemaker 
was ordered to duty as commander of the Idaho, 

The above officers will take over their new posts at various times between now 
and June 30. 


Bonneville and Vancouver Barracks—With Bonneville Dam a current subject, 
facts recently unearthed at Vancouver Barracks are of great interest. Behind a 
drawer in an old map case at post headquarters was found the original survey of 
Fort Vancouver, made in 1854 by Lt. Col. Benjamin L. DB. Bonneville, carefully 
prepared and in his own handwriting. 

Search of archives of the 7th infantry, now stationed at Vancouver Barracks, 
disclosed that Bonneville was appointed a lieutenant of that regiment, July 9, 1820, 
promoted to captain, 7th infantry, October 4, 1825, and dropped from its rolls and 
those of the army on May 31, 1834, on failing to return, after two years, from his 
attempt to explore a route to the Pacific via the Snake and Columbia rivers. 

The record shows that Bonneville, after his return, was honorably restored as a 
eaptain, 7th infantry, and 12 years later, when he was lieutenant colonel, was placed 
in command of Fort Vancouver and made the survey just discovered. 


Proposed Longest Pontoon Bridge—There is under consideration in the State of 
Washington a proposal to build a pontoon bridge across Lake Washington—a feat of 
interest to all engineers. The bridge would be made up of floating pontoons 309 feet 
long and 60 feet wide, joined together in rigid units 1,237 feet long with allowance 
made for expansion. Each pontoon would weigh more than 1,000,000 pounds and 
would be anchored to the bottom by steel cables attached to huge blocks of concrete. 
Engineers expect that there would be no motion from wind or waves even in the worst 
weather. At each end of the bridge there would be 150 foot steel truss spans that will 
give a 30 foot clearance 400 feet offshore for small vessels. Two thousand feet off 
the Mercer island shore would be a movable span to permit the passage of larger 
vessels. At that point the bridge would be widened to allow for a slot of open water, 
and this movable span would be drawn into and out of the slot by electrical power, 
an operation that would require about two minutes, not allowing for the time for 
of the vessel, The plan makes provision for a four-lane roadway across 
t in width with a pedestrian walk on each outer side. 











Bombardment Squadron to Hawaii—In furtherance of its plans to build up Com. 
posite Wings of the GHQ Air Force in the Hawaiian Islands and Panama, th. 
War Department to-day ordered the 3lst Bombardment Squadron from Hamiltg 
Field, Calif., to the Hawaiian Department. This squadron is equipped with th 
latest type twin-engine bombers known in the Air Corps as the B-18. Since it ig, 
permanent change of station, the movement will be made by transport aboy 
February 1. 


Navy Enlisted Strength—An enlisted strength of 118,356 will be required to map 
the Navy in peace-time when treaty strength is reached, according to the latest 
estimates of the Bureau of Navigation. 

Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, Chief of the Bureau, revealed during the heap. 
ings on the 1939 Navy appropriation bill that seven thousand additional men will 
be needed for the treaty Navy over the estimate announced three years ago. De 
cision that the new light cruisers and destroyers must have larger crews than origi- 
nally estimated and additions made for new auxiliary ships aviation bases since 
authorized are responsible for the revision of the estimate, it was stated. 

The House Appropriations Committee reduced next year’s strength to 110,100, 


German War Flier now U S Sergeant—Albrook Field, ©. Z., has the unusual dis 
tinction of having a sergeant who served as a commissioned officer in the German Air 
Force during the World War. He is Sgt. Max Mueller of the 44th Reconnaisane 
Squadron. During the World War Mueller served as a lieutenant pilot under Baron 
Eric Richtofen and later under General Herman von Goering. In 1917 he was shot 
down by a British aviator and spent the remainder of the War in a prison camp, 
After his return to Germany he decided to come to the United States where he had 
some relatives. He took out citizenship papers, enlisted in the Air Corps and roge 
to his present non-commissioned rank. 


Decentralization of Navy Purchases—Assistant Secretary of the Navy Edison told 
the House subcommittee on naval appropriations during the hearings on the 1999 
supply bill that in carrying out the program of centralization of Navy purchases jp- 
stituted several years ago, it has been found that the principle of centralization can 
be carried too far and that greater efficiency and economy will result if special items 
can be bought locally rather than through Washington. 

“We are not prepared to make any radical change, because we have not studied 
the situation sufficiently,” he said. “But there is too much delay in procuring small 
items and supplies of one sort and another, and more attention should be paid to the 
local managers’ requests, so that when they reach Washington they go through more 
quickly. I believe that eventually we will be in a position to recommend that certain 
standards or certain limits be set up which will give the local managers and con. 
mandants greater latitude in what they can purchase directly. 

“My own experience in the past in industrial life has been that a great many 
hardships and unnecessary expenses,” continued the Assistant Secretary, “are placed 
on any organization when you try to centralize items which should not be centralized. 
There are certain things in which great advantage can be obtained from centralizing 
and buying in very large quantities. There are other things—for example, repair 
parts to machinery, something that is special and local to the particular yard inter- 
ested—that could much better be handled and much more expeditiously handled 
locally. They have certain latitude permitted them now, and nothing has yet bee 
done that materially changes the existing standards on that sort of thing. But I do 
believe that something can be done which will cause considerable economies, and that 
is being rigorously investigated.” 


Panay Life Buoy to Naval Academy—Norman W. Alley, International Newsreel 
Cameraman who made a pictorial record of the bombing and sinking of the gunboat, 
the USS Panay in the Yangtze River, Dec. 12, 1937, together with the sufferings of the 
wounded and dying will present the life buoy of the stricken ship to the Naval 
Academy Museum. 

Rear Adm. David Foote Sellers, Superintendent of the Naval Academy, made 
the announcement, saying he had received a letter from Mr. Alley in which the latter 
stated he was coming from California in the near future and would make the gift 
in person. 

This is the life buoy, the last on the sinking ship, thrown to Mr. Alley by one of 
the last of the Panay’s crew to leave the ship. In Alley’s syndicated articles (Registet 
and Tribune Syndicate) he said “suddenly I felt the water rising around my boots, | 
looked down ; the main deck of the Panay was awash. It would be madness to remain 
aboard any longer. It was then that you could see exhibited to the full the match 
less courage of our American sailors. Their only thought was for us civilians as they 
made their calm preparations to go ashore.” 

In addition one of the crew, Huffman, handed Alley his own life belt and theo 
jumped from the sinking gunboat into the muddy Yangtze. 

Mr. Alley’s thought in connection with the life buoy while he carried it all the 
way back to the United States—by clipper plane across the Pacific and which appear 
in the film shots—was that it would be an inspiration to the future officers of the 
Navy and recall to future generations of midshipmen and to the many visitors to the 
Naval Academy, the heroic conduct of all concerned who were aboard the Panay that 
fatal day. 

When received the life buoy will be properly labeled with the name of the don0t 
and placed in the main exhibition room of the New Museum, 


Three Year Tour for Yarnell—It is believed in Washington that Admiral Harty 
E. Yarnell, Commander-in-Chief of the Asiatic Fleet, will be given a three year tow 
of duty in that post. Admiral Yarnell will complete his second year of duty in the 
Asiatic about Oct. 30, and Navy and State Department officials are almost unanimol 
in their opinion that he should be retained in his present position for another year. 

Stressing his competent handling of the situation thus far, and his knowledge 
the political and military background in China, Navy Department officials said that 
there was a great possibility of his retention. 

Admiral Yarnell will reach the statuatory retirement age on Oct. 15, 1939, and 
it is believed that he will serve an additional year on China duty and then be orde' 
to the General Board. 

At present, Admiral Yarnell is aboard the temporary flagship of the Asiatle 
Fleet, the Isbell, awaiting the return to Shanghai of the cruiser Augusta which # 
being overhauled at the Cavite Navy Yard.

Admiral Andrews on Selection 


On Jan. 6, 1938, the House subcom- 
mittee on Naval Appropriations recalled 
Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, for question- 
ing by Representative J. William Ditter, 
Pennsylvania Republican, on the subject 
of the Navy’s promotion system. That 
testimony, made public with the report- 
ing of the bill this week, follows in full 


text : 

Mr. Ditter. Mr. Chairman, I request the 
privilege of inserting at this point in the 
record a succinct and comprehensive state- 
ment by one whom I believe to be a repre- 
sentative individual of that group of officers 
who came into the Naval Establishment as 
the result of the overtures made by the United 
States Government at or about the time im- 
mediately folowing the World War. I shall 
submit this to the chairman and the com- 
mittee, and I should like to reserve that 
privilege. 

(The statement referred to is as follows:) 


In 1920 the Navy Department recom- 
mended to the Congress of the United States 
a bill, known as the personnel bill of 1920. 
The Congress passed this bill and the 
President signed it; the personnel bill of 
1920 became a Federal law. 

This bill provided for commissioning in 
the United States Navy a limited number 
of the temporary Naval Reserve officers who 
had served as officers during the war. As 
a result of this law a competitive examina- 
tion was held in which several thousand 
wartime officers competed for commissions 
in the regular service. Of the thousands 
that took the examination the Navy Depart- 
ment selected 1,250 officers and commis- 
gioned them in the United States Navy. 

Section 5 of the act that authorized the 
commissioning of these officers (personnel 
bill 1920) reads: 

“1920, June 4, sec. 5. Statutory require- 
ments for promotion temporarily sus- 
pended. That officers of the line of the 
Navy who are appointed thereto pursuant 
to this Act from sources other than the 
Naval Academy shall not be ineligible for 
promotion by reason of age as prescribed 
by the Act of August 29, 1916 (Thirty-ninth 
Statutes, page 579), until they have ren- 
dered ten years’ service in the grade of lieu- 
tenant commander, six years’ service in the 
grade of commander, or eight years’ ser- 
vice in the grade of captain, respectively, 
pon the completion of which service such 
officers, if then ineligible for promotion by 
reason of age, shall be retired in accordance 
with said Act: And provided further, That 
until June 30, 1923, promotions to lieutenant 
(junior grade) and lieutenant may be made 
without regard to length of service: And 
provided further, That until June 30, 1923, 
officers of the permanent Navy who have 
served satisfactorily during the war with 
the German Government in a temporary 
grade or rank shall be eigible under the 
provisions of existing law for selection for 
promotion or for promotion to the same 
permanent grade or rank without regard to 
statutory requirements other than age and 
professional and physical examination.” 

I entered the service in April 1917, a few 
days after the United States declared war. 
I voluntarily interrupted my education be- 
cause of this national emergency. I was 
eventually commissioned an ensign. I was 
convinced by admirals and captains that I 
had what was necessary to make a good 
naval officer of my rank and age. After the 
war, many Reserve and temporary officers 
were asked to remain in the service to 
qualify for a commission in the Regular 
Navy. At that time few of the younger offi- 
cers who had entered during the war were 
inclined to accept this offer. We feared that 
our position as a small minority might 
work to our great disadvantage at some 
future date. 

In order to allay our fears, and to increase 
the number of applicants, section 5, as 
Qoted above, was written into the bill. It 
Was offered as an inducement to the war- 
time officers to enter the Regular Establish- 
ment by defining and assuring them a 
Minimum career, It was an assurance 
‘gainst discrimination. At the time the bill 
was made a law I was assured by admirals 
and captains in the Navy, by my State 
Senator, and by our family lawyer, that if 

passed the initial competitive examina- 
tion and subsequent professional examina- 
tions, I would be sure of about a 30-year 
career and that I would have 10 years in the 
acd of lieutenant commander. The mean-

to return to active duty and eventually enter 

the service. 

I have fulfilled my part of the contract. 
I have spent almost 20 years of my life in 
loyal, energetic, and productive service as 
an officer. I have always performed duty on 
a par, professionally, with the majority of 
officers of my rank and age. My record will 
show that my standard of performance of 
duty is high. By years of study, applica- 
tion, and experience, I have acquired as 
full a knowledge of my profession as the 
average officer of my rank, regardless of 
source of entry into the service. 

Now comes 1931; the Navy Department 
again makes recommendation to Congress, 
and a new personnel bill is passed. This bill 
repealed section 5 of the 1920 bill. In the 
dying breath of a jammed Congress, a 
Navy spokesman made the statement that 
this bill will help rather than harm the 
wartime officers group—“a number of them 
would rather retire as a lieutenant than 
face the possibility of failure upon their 
examinations. The falsity of this statement 
is easily demonstrated, since 172 wartime 
officers at the head of the list managed, by a 
freak of chance, to become eligible for ex- 
amination, and of this number I know but 
two that failed to pass the professional 
examination. In fact, I would venture an 
opinion that the group of wartime officers 
have always passed their examinations in 
about the same ratio as any other class of 
officers. 

Section 5 was repealed. I, for one, un- 
fortunately could not drop, repeal, or 
annul the years I had devoted to my pro- 
fession due to the fancied security of the 
act of 1920. 

The rest of the story is soon told. When 
the Navy Department secured the annul- 
ment of the section with which we were 
induced to enter the service, they proceeded 
to grease the ways to launch us out via the 
selection board, In 1934 legislation was se- 
cured providing for selection to grade of 
lieutenant commander, with forced retire- 
ment for those not selected. After that it 
was routine; none of the wartime officers 
over 40 years of age were selected and very 
few of those under this age. This was the 
end of the wartime group. 

Now I, for one, do not ask for favor or 
privilege; I simply ask for what was prom- 
ised me over the signature of the President 
of the United States at the time I made my 
decision to make the Navy my career. I 
feel that having spent the most productive 
years of my life perfecting myself in the 
practice of my profession that I am entitled 
to be allowed to finish my career in the 
manner laid down in the act of 1920, that 
induced me to become an officer in the Navy. 
Mr. Ditter. Admiral, you are acquainted, 

are you not, with the recent statements made 
by the President to the effect that the world 
emergency may require a rather extended 
program of ship construction? 

Admiral Andrews. Yes, sir; I am. 

Mr. Ditter. That contemplates, as well as 
the matter of ship construction, an increase in 
the personnel of the establishment, does it 
not? 

Admiral Andrews. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Ditter. That includes not only enlisted 
personnel but officer personnel as well? 

Admiral Andrews. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Ditter. Has anything been done in view 
of the emergency which the President feels 
is so acute as to warrant the request for addi- 
tional funds, by which any change will be 
made in the program of involuntary retire- 
ment of those officers who have been passed 
over by the selection board which will result 
in their retention in the service of the estab- 
lishment ? 

Admiral Andrews. Yes, sir; there has been. 

Mr. Ditter. Do you mean there has been a 
change in the existing law? 

Admiral Andrews. There has been a pro- 
posed change, sir. 

Mr. Ditter. Has there been any proposed 
change other than the Vinson bill which we 
learned about in 1937? 

Admiral Andrews. No, sir; not up to the 
present time. 

Mr. Ditter. Has there been any suggestion 
made by the Naval Establishment to the Con- 
gress of the United States, other than the Vin- 
son bil lof 1937, looking to the possible change 
of the personnel program of the United States 
Navy, in view of the emergency that prompts 
the President to request an extension of the 
Naval Establishment of the United States in 
this world emergency ? 

Admiral Andrews. This matter of a world 
emergency and the additional funds required 
for world emergency, if they be appropriated 
by Congress, would not become effective with 
respect to a large increase in officers or men 
to man those ships until those ships are 
completed and become a part of the fleet. That 
study has been made, and we are linking with 
this proposed increase a like increase which 
we estimate would have to take place in 
order to man additional ships, if provided. 

Mr. Ditter. My present inquiry, Admiral, 
is whether or not the Naval Establishment, 
and particularly the Bureau of Navigation, 
has taken steps along the same line as that 
which prompts the President to request the 





Congress of the United States to increase the | grade by reason of selection. 


Naval Establishment, in view of the very 
serious world conditions? 

Admiral Andrews. Yes, sir; I can answer 
that. 

Mr. Ditter. Other than the Vinson bill. 

Admiral Andrews. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Ditter. Has that been brought into 
such shape that it has been presented as a 
possible act for the Congress to pass upon? 

Admiral Andrews. No, sir; because the 
present plan of the President, insofar as I 
know the plan, only came out about day be- 
fore yesterday, and since that time we, my 
officers and myself, have been giving study to 
the requirements to meet that plan. I know 
of no legislation up to the present time which 
has been introduced to follow the plan of the 
President; but when the plan is introduced, 
naturally we study the plan and we make 
all provisions that we can, 

Mr. Ditter. Are we to assume, therefore, 
Admiral, that if the President's request for 
an extension of the building program, in view 
of the serious world conditions, is followed 
by authorization by the Congress and the 
necessary appropriation, that we can antici- 
pate in the Naval Establishment certain deti- 
nite changes with respect to existing law 
touching personnel? | mean by that, Admiral, 
that since 1916, when the original law was 
enacted dealing with selection, there have 
been a number of amendments, finally culmi- 
nating in the proposals embraced by the Vin- 
son bill of last year. I am correct in that, 
am I not? 

Admiral Andrews. 
ment; yes, sir, 

Mr. Ditter. Now, my inquiry is whether or 
not a series of proposals for enactment will 
be forthcoming as the result of the Presi- 
dent’s suggestion of a world condition that 
can be looked upon as an emergency? 

Admiral Andrews. I may answer that in 
this way. The present Vinson bill, which was 
introduced in 1937, will admit of the employ- 
ment of all available officers in the Navy at 
the present time if they be qualified, whether 
or not they be passed over. That is the source 
of supply of officers at the present time, The 
Naval Academy, the natural source of officers, 
is running to four-fifths full capacity—about 
2,200 midshipmen, 

Now, to your question as to the plan for 
immediate increase in officer personnel, I can 
answer “no.” There would be no necessity, 
as I see it, for an immediate increase in 
officer personnel other than increasing the 
number of midshipmen at the Naval Academy. 
1 have stated before that | am strongly in 
favor of continuing officers, who are quali- 
tied but who have failed of selection, in the 
Navy and retaining their services. 

Mr. Umstead. Admiral, your present officer 
limit is based upon existing law fixing the 
strength of the Navy. 

Admiral Andrews, That is correct, sir. 

Mr. Umstead. Now, if and when additional 
legislation is passed changing the present 
limits and size of the Navy, and thereby 
changing the requirements for officer person- 
nel, at that time you would have to modify 
your plans to meet the changed personnel 
situation as I understand. 

Admiral Andrews. Perhaps we would, sir. 

Mr. Ditter. Pursuing the chairman's in- 
quiry, am 1 to understand, therefore, that a 
change in the selection law is contemplated 
by the establishment as the result of the 
possible increase? 

Admiral Andrews. No, sir; other than the 
changes included in the Vinson bill. 

Mr. Ditter. In other words, the principle 
of the selection law as it presently exists is 
tu be continued irrespective of the additional 
requirements that may be made upon the 
establishment by reason of an increase in the 
Naval Establishment; that is right, is it not? 

Admiral Andrews, Yes, sir, we believe in a 
continuation of the selection law, because we 
believe that the President and the United 
States demand the most efficient Navy obtain- 
able and that the most efficient Navy which 
may be obtained is based upon the efficiency 
of the individual officer. We think that the 
selection system fulfills that requirement in 
obtaining the most efficient officers. Now as 
to the number of officers available, obviously 
with a larger Navy we shall need more offi- 
cers. There are two ways in which we may 
increase the number of officers available; one 
is by increasing midshipmen at the Naval 
Academy, the other by reducing the number 
of separations from active duty. This last we 
accomplish by the Vinson bill. Also, as the 
Navy expands in total number of officers, so 
also, by the percentage allocation in grade, 
promotion opportunities, vacancies, increase, 
and the number of selections that may be 
made annually increases. Therefore | think 
the per cent law, if modified by the enactment 
of the Vinson Bill, will fully meet the situa- 
tion, 

Mr. Ditter. Now, right in point, Admiral, 
will you tell us how many of the present men 
in the rear admiral group have come into 
their present positions by successive stages 
from ensign to their present grade as a result 
of the selection system? 

Admiral Andrews. Yes, sir, All of the 
officers of the rear admiral grade today have 
been selected to that grade and are in that 
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Mr. Ditter. You mean from the time that 
they came into the establishment? 

Admiral Andrews. No; I mean from the 
time— 

Mr. Ditter (interposing). For instance—I 
am not being personal, Admiral; I am not 
picking you out as an individual, but simply 
as a member of the group—do you mean that 
you have risen to your present position as 
rear admiral through the successive stages 
from ensign by reason of action of selection 
boards from the time you were an ensign? 

Admiral Andrews. Oh, no. I mean to say 
that I have risen, as other officers have in the 
grade of rear admiral, by reason of the selec- 
tion system. In other words, each one has 
been selected to that grade and I, if you refer 
to me personally— 

Mr, Ditter. No; I am not referring to you 
personally. 

Admiral Andrews. I have been selected 
since I was a lieutenant commander. 

Mr. Ditter, I am thinking of you only as a 
member of the group. 

Admiral Andrews. What I wish to say ts 
that selection has existed since I have come 
up from Heutenant commander, 

Mr. Ditter. So that we can state, can we 
not, with reasonable certainty, that the very 
high degree of efficiency exemplified by the 
present rear admiral group has not been based 
from the beginning on the selection system? 

Admiral Andrews. The answer to that, Mr. 
Ditter, is that that is true, except that all of 
the flag officers have been subject to selection 
and all but the senior four have been pro- 
moted by reason of selection since they were 
lieutenant commanders; the senior four have 
been promoted by selection since they were 
commanders. That is correct, sir. 

Mr. Ditter. Admiral, is the national defense 
program of the country based upon a coopera- 
tive effort between the Army and the Navy? 

Admiral Andrews. I think it is, sir, abso- 
lutely. 

Mr. Ditter. Do you think the national de- 
fense needs are in any way lessened as a re- 
sult of an inefficiency on the part of the Army 
end of this national-defense program? 

Admiral Andrews, I would prefer not to 
answer that, Mr. Ditter, 

Mr. Ditter. Do you know whether or not a 
selection system similar to that which exists 
in the Navy exists in the Army? 

Admiral Andrews. I know that it does not. 

Mr. Ditter. Admiral, do you know that the 
national defense needs contemplate a very 
much increased appropriation if the recent 
utterances of the President are translated into 
an enlarged Navy, and that we are looking 
with a great deal of concern on the tremen- 
dous sums that must be appropriated by the 
Congress of the United States? 

Admiral Andrews, I presume you are right; 
yes, sir. 

Mr. Ditter. Now, if a law were passed sus- 
pending throughout the next fiscal year the 
convening of any selection boards and barring 
any measures being taken during the next 
fiscal year in consequence of selection board 
action taken at any time prior to next July 
1, it would have the effect, would it not, of 
preventing some officers from being trans- 
ferred to the retired list? 

Admiral Andrews. It would not. The effect 
of selection board action is not to accomplish 
retirements, but to prevent the retirement of 
such officers as have been selected. This is 
because the basic law requires the retirement 
of officers on reaching given lengths of ser- 
vice, fixed for the respective grades, unless 
they have been selected for promotion. Cessa- 
tion of selection board action would simply 
prevent the naming of any officers for promo- 
tion, and all reaching the respective lengths 
of service would have to retire, rather than 
only those not selected. 

Mr. Ditter. Admiral, if such a law were 
passed as I just suggested, would it have the 
effect of stopping some officers from being 
placed on the additional-number list? 

Admiral Andrews. No, sir. They would be- 
come additional numbers on completing 7 
years’ service if junior lieutenant, or 14 if 
lieutenants, if not selected prior thereto, Ces- 
sation of the selection boards would simply 
mean that all, rather than only those not 
selected, would become additional numbers. 

Mr. Ditter. What about officers already car- 
ried as additional numbers, would any of 
them go to the retired list? 

Admiral Andrews. Yes; four junior lieuten- 
ants will be retired this June 30, unless they 
are selected by the board meeting this winter 
or early spring. No others would be retired. 

Mr. Ditter. Not this next year? 

Admiral Andrews. No, sir; not until they 
arrived at the legal requirement of service. 

Mr. Ditter. Well, would they in any year, 
irrespective of this next fiscal year? 

Admiral Andrews. Yes; the remaining addi- 
tional numbers will ultimately be retired, if 
not selected, unless you made some special 
provision; but to the original question, the 
answer is no. 

Mr. Ditter. If such a law were passed would 
it result in the retention of any officers on the 
active list? 

Admiral Andrews. 
I have explained.

Mr. Ditter. Would such a law in any way 
affect the needs of the establishment insofar 
as the men coming from the graduating class 
of the Naval Academy are concerned? 

Admiral Andrews. I do not think so, 

Mr. Ditter, In other words, assuming that 
no selections as a result of operations of the 
selection system are made, you would still 
require the influx of the group that you con- 
template during 1938 and 1939 coming from 
the Naval Academy? 

Admiral Andrews. That is right, and even 
more, since the effect of selections is actually 
to decrease the retirements which would 
otherwise take place under the law. 

Mr. Ditter. I say, would any economies 
follow or ensue if officers were not retired or 
removed from the active list to the additional 
numbers list? 

Admiral Andrews. Moved from the active 
list to the additional numbers list? The addi- 
tional numbers list is an active list, Mr. 
Ditter. 

Mr. Ditter. Well, I realize that, but, never- 
theless, the additional numbers list is carried 
in excess, is it not? 

Admiral Andrews. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Ditter. Again my question, Admiral, 
would any economies result if the officers 
were not retired or removed from the active 
list to the additional numbers list, just yes or 
no. 

Admiral Andrews. No. 

Mr. Ditter. The removal of any officers 
from the active list creates a flow of promo- 
tion, does it not? 

Admiral Andrews. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Ditter. That flow of promotion may not 
always be in pay, but it is in grade, is it not? 

Admiral Andrews. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Ditter. And that fact is true particu- 
larly where the removal is made from a grade 
that is up to the legal quota, the quota pro- 
vided by law? That is true, is it not? 

Admiral Andrews. That is true. 

Mr. Ditter. Therefore you would have the 
retired pay of an individual or the active pay 
as an additional number, plus, in some cases, 
increased pay all down the line because of 
promotions ensuing from the vacancy, and 
plus, in some cases, an increase in the amount 
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of the allowance, and on top of that if you 
were up to your authorized strength there 
would need to be added the cost of the men 
coming in at the bottom, would there not, as 
a result of the present program of promo- 
tions? 


Admiral Andrews. I might answer that in 
this way by stating that to retire an officer 
and replace him by another officer is more 
economical than it would be to retain that 
officer on active duty. In other words, the re- 
tired pay, plus the pay of the entering re- 
placement officer, is less than the active-duty 
pay of the original officer if he continues on 
and does not retire. 


Mr. Ditter. But your answer, Admiral, does 
not take into account all of the factors. As I 
stated before, you would have the retired pay 
of an individual, or the active pay as an 
additional number, plus, in some cases, in- 
creased pay all down along the line because 
of promotions ensuing from the vacancy, plus, 
in some cases, an increase in the amount of 
allowance, and on top of that, if you are up 
to your authorized strength, there would need 
to be added the cost of a man coming in at 
the bottom. Now, all of those factors are a 
part of the present program, are they not, 
of promotions growing out of the selection 
system? 

Admiral Andrews. No, sir. That is all a 
part of the program of any service whether 
it be lineal or selection whereby you have a 
flow of promotion. If the flow of promotion 
is effectively stopped, in one manner or an- 
other, some slight saving may be made, but 
at the cost of a major loss of efficiency. 

Mr, Ditter. Do you mean by that that the 
same conditions prevail in the Army as pre- 
vail in the Navy based on the factors that I 
have specifically enumerated in the foregoing 
question? 

Admiral Andrews. Some of them; yes. 

Mr. Ditter. I said all of them, sir. 

Admiral Andrews, If you take your specific 
case, which you have enumerated, an officer 
in the Army retires and another officer comes 
up to take his place. You pay the officer who 
is retired his retired pay, and you pay the 
officer who replaces him his active pay, and 
you pay the lieutenant colonel who takes the 
colonel’s place his active pay, and you pay the 
major, the captain, the lieutenant, and all the 
way down exactly as you have stated, but 
there is no selection in it at all. It is the 
natural flow of promotion whereby one man 
drops out, you fill his position, and you pay 
that man who drops out his retired pay. 

Mr. Ditter. Now, getting back to a cate- 
gorical “yes” or “no” answer, do you mean to 
say all of these factors that I have enumerated 
are present with the same degree of potency 
and effectiveness in the Army as they are in 
Navy? 

Admiral Andrews. No; not perhaps to the 
same total but each retirement in both Army 
and Navy carries the same chain of results. 

Mr. Ditter. No; that is it. 

Admiral Andrews. The total in the Army 
may be less, because the Army does not have 
the service in grade retirement. 

Mr. Ditter. So that these factors which I 
have enumerated which are not present in the 
Army program are due and the additional 
costs ensuing are due to the fact that there is 
a selection system in the Navy which does not 
prevail in the Army? 

Admiral Andrews. No, sir; the answer to 
that is no, unless practically all promotion is 
blocked and officers remain indefinitely in the 
lower grades there are no additional costs. 

Mr. Ditter. Now, Admiral, I do not want 
to quibble with you, sir. 

Admiral Andrews. No, sir; I do not want to 
quibble either, Mr, Ditter. 

Mr. Ditter. But it seems to me your ad- 
mission makes that observation of mine a 
definite conclusion. 

Admiral Andrews. I have tried to make my 
statement to you as definite as I can. The 
selection system is a factor, but the thought 
regarding retirement and the filling of vacan- 
cies which you have enumerated is not due 
to selection. 

Mr. Ditter. No; but those factors which are 
not present in the Army program, growing 
out of promotions, which are present in the 
list that I have just given you, are present in 
the Navy by reason of the selection system ? 

Admiral Andrews. Only to a certain extent. 

Mr. Ditter. Then to some extent? 

Admiral Andrews. Yes; to some extent. 

Mr. Ditter. To that extent it represents an 
increase in the cost of the maintenance of the 
personnel of the officer group in th Navy? 

Admiral Andrews. No, sir; on the contrary 
I say that it does not increase the cost of 
personnel, but it decreases it. 

Mr. Thom. When an officer who has been 
rejected by the selection board is retired, 
what per cent of his base pay does he receive 
in retirement? 

Admiral Andrews. He receives 24% per cent 
per year for each year of service, and not over 
three-fourths of his base pay in any event. 
Three-fourths of his base pay is the largest 
retired pay he can get. It represents only 


little over one-half his total active duty pay 
and allowances. 

Mr. Thom. That is what he would get also 
if he stayed in the full term of years and he 





was promoted and not eliminated by the 
board? 

Admiral Andrews. If he stayed in for the 
full term of years until attaining the age of 
64, he would be of higher rank and, naturally, 
get higher pay on retirement. 

Mr. Ditter. Admiral, dismissing from con- 
sideration that contribution which, in your 
opinion, comes to the establishment in the 
matter of morale, is it your opinion that the 
present selection system reduces or increases 
the cost of the maintenance of the personnel 
item of the Navy? 

Admiral Andrews. According to our figures, 
selection is more economical than non-selec- 
tion. 

Mr. Ditter. Dismissing entirely the morale 
question. 

Admiral Andrews. Morale has nothing to 
do with the figures. Those are the cold figures. 

Mr. Ditter. And, in your opinion, no econo- 
mies could be effected during this coming 
year if selection were held up entirely until 
the ist of July, 1939? 

Admiral! Andrews. No, sir; no economies 
would be effected except for excessive retire- 
ments as I have previously explained, and the 
efficiency of the Navy would be hampered. 

Mr. Ditter. Admiral, will you supply for 
the record a statement showing the number of 
officers now on the active list in all grades 
who have been finally passed over, the num- 
ber thereof who will be retired—involuntarily 
separated from the service—or who will be- 
come additional numbers during the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1938, and the present 
active duty pay, and allowances of such offi- 
cers and their pay after their status shall have 
changed? 

Admiral Andrews. Yes, sir; I will be glad 
to do that. 

(The matter referred to follows:) 

Note.—There is no “final” passing over. All 
officers passed over by each board remain 
eligible for selection until they complete the 
service periods fixed by law. The data given 
below refer to all officers passed over. A 
number of them may, however, subsequently 
be selected, others may be passed over during 
the next 17 months, There is no change in pay 
of officers made additional numbers. 
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1 Of these 2 grades only 2 junior lieutenants 
retire in the fiscal year 1939. There will be a 
number of officers made additional numbers, 
consisting of those lieutenants of the class of 
1925 (273 in all), who are not selected before 
June 30, 1939, and of those junior lieutenants 
of the class of 1932 (315 in all) who are not 
selected before that date. 

Mr. Ditter. Can you, at the same time, 
supply for the committee a statement show- 
ing to what extent other appropriations of 
the Navy than “Pay of the Navy” are affected 
as a result of the operations of the selection 
system? Now, that can be by way of an esti- 
mate, if you want to make it an estimate. 

Admiral Andrews. I know of no other ap- 
propriations that are directly affected. As you 
suggested off the record we might consider 
there is some loss in the cost of postgraduate 
instruction of officers who subsequently fail 
of selection. It is however difficult to figure 
which of these officers will so fail, and again 
they will all render considerable service sub- 
sequent to their postgraduate instruction and 
the added value of such service will return 
in whole or in part the cost of the instruction. 

In conclusion I would like to state that I 
have not had the opportunity of examining 
the letter which Mr. Ditter has asked, at the 
beginning of this hearing, to introduce. In 
consequence I am not able, either to sub- 
scribe to whatever may be therein, nor to re- 
cord any disagreement or refutation.

to the Navy Department and is disturbing 
to this committee. The only source of sup- 

is the naval torpedo station, Newport, 
BR. L, which is operating on three shifts per 
day. With production thus accelerated, how- 
ever, the requirements to supply the ships 
recently completed and the ships now build- 
ing cannot be met until a date well into the 
future. Commencing with the fiscal year 
1933, there have been laid down 73 destroyers 
and 24 submarines, not to mention vessels of 
other types equipped to discharge torpedoes, 
and, in addition, torpedo-carrying airplanes. 
This program simply has outdistanced the 
production capacity of the Newport estab- 
lishment, which, working at full capacity, 
will produce but half the rate of require- 
ments for the next 6 or 7 years. 

During the World War an auxiliary 
torpedo-manufacturing establishment was 
erected at Alexandria, Va. No other estab- 
lishment exists at any navy yard or naval 
station which can be promptly and readily 
adapted to the manufacture of torpedoes, 
Initially to equip and get the establishment 
at Alexandria into production would oc- 
easion a first cost of $1,532,153, of which 
$1,277,000 would be chargeable to this ap- 
propriation. If this course were followed, 
frst deliveries, the committee is advised, 
might be expected in January 1940. The plan 
contemplates a further and later expenditure 
of $1,229,000 completely to equip the station. 
Newport will be continued upon three 
shifts under any arrangement and Alexan- 
dria would work at one shift, at least until 
144. When completely equipped and in full 
production the Alexandria plant would pro- 
duce two torpedoes for every five at New- 
port. There would be employed at Alex- 
andria about 1,000 men. Employment at New- 
port will continue at approximately the 1938 
level of 3,375, which is about 2,375 in excess 
of the number employed prior to 1934, just 
before the expanded building program got 
underway. 

Reopening Alexandria, as the committee 
sees it, and it has made a thorough canvass 
of the matter, offers the most economical 
and expeditious solution to the torpedo- 
shortage problem. The question of enlarg- 
ing the establishment at Newport or building 
another establishment elsewhere is one for 
later determination by the committee charged 
with the consideration of naval legislation. 

In consideration of this question, the com- 
mittee did come to the conclusion that the 
production at Newport might be improved 
by the provision of more efficient machine 
tools, The plant has been taxed to capacity 
tow for several years. With that thought in 
view, the committee has attached to the sub- 
head “Armor, armament, and ammunition,” 
of the appropriation “Replacement, Navy,” 
4 provision making such subhead available 
to the extent of $200,000 for the replace- 
ment of machinery and tools at the New- 
port station. This subhead bears the cost of 
manufacturing torpedoes for new ships. 


Pay, Subsistence, And Transportation 

The Budget estimate under this head is 
$24,369,000, which is an advance over the 
‘mount currently available, including therein 
i reappropriation of $10,000,000, of $9,284,421. 
The increase is responsive principally to 
these factors: An increase of 421 in the 
tverage number of commissioned officers; an 
Increase of 5,285 in the average number of 
enlisted men; an increase in retired per- 
fonnel, officer and enlisted; an increase of 
#2 in the number of enlisted men who will 
have transferred to the Naval Reserve, and 
0 an increase in the cost of the ration from 
ff to 49 cents. 

All but a relatively small amount of the 
teduction applies to the proposal to increase 
the enlisted strength.

school at Pensacola. Generals do not lead 
armies, and it is not reasonable to believe 
that officers of relative rank in the Navy will 
lead air armadas or take to the air to en- 
gage or scout or otherwise contact hostile 
air forces. Why, therefore, should they be 
required to fly, which they would be required 
to do in order to draw flight pay, in time of 
peace? They are supposed to have come up 
from grades below where they had experi- 
ence as active pilots or observers, thus 
qualifying them for command posts identi- 
fied with aviation either ashore or afloat. 


Fuel And Transportation 

The pending Budget allows for the con- 
sumption of 8,237,420 barrels of fuel oil, and 
assumes an average price of about the figure 
presently being paid. The committee pro- 
poses to provide for a maximum consumption 
of 8,000,000 barrels and offers in justification 
the following actual consumption figures, in 
barrels:

Maintenance, Yards And Docks 

The committee has included under this 


appropriation, without adding thereto, spe- 
cific provision for making such expenditures 
as may be occasioned by a decision to utilize 
the naval station at New Orleans, La., in 
caring for vessels which hereafter may be 
decommissioned and maintained in a de- 
commissioned status. With the termination 
of the Washington and London (1930) naval 
treaties, the requirement lapsed to dispose 
of overage vessels, the retention of which 
would have occasioned an excess of the ton- 
nages stipulated for the different categories 
of combatant vessels. This unquestionably 
will mean that for some time to come the 
number of vessels maintained in a decom- 
missioned status will be far larger than 
would have been the case had those treaties 
been renewed or extended. It is the thought 
of the committee that if the decommissioned 
vessels be added to at the establishments 
where they are now maintained, congestion 
would ensue and delay might result in get- 
ting them promptly in readiness in the event 
of emergency. For that reason, New Orleans, 
with its unused facilities and fresh water, 
which lessens the amount of deterioration, 
would seem to be ideally suited for the ac- 
commodation of vessels hereafter decommis- 
sioned. The policy would occasion added 
expense to this and other appropriations, 
but possibly not to an extent which would 
outweigh the advantages that would ensue, 
should an emergency arise, from being in 
a position to recondition and recommission 
more expeditiously vessels which would be 
in immediate demand, than would be prac- 
ticabie under present practice.

That set-up has been altered by the com- 
mittee in the following respects: 

Items 2, 4, and 8, all pertaining to es- 
tablishments in the Canal Zone, make or 
include provision for quarters for officers or 
chief petty officers. The committee has con- 
cluded to make provision for the latter and 
to defer for the present the provision of 
quarters for officers. This results in the 
elimination of item 2, above, and, as to item 
4, the elimination of $450,000 from the obli- 
gation column and $160,000 from the avail- 
ability column, 

The remaining items have not been 
changed, except item 9, where the proposed 
availability has been reduced to $1,500,000. 
It is felt that this amount, in conjunction 
with the $1,000,000 made available for the 
present fiscal year, which did not become 
subject to obligation until late in the cal- 
endar year of 1937 owing to delay in ac- 
quisition of the property, will permit of de- 
velopment proceeding in a reasonably or- 
derly and expeditious manner.

Aviation, Navy 

The committee has approved the Budget 

estimate without change. The Budget and 

accompanying bill, therefore, propose a re- 

duction of $5,928,000 for the procurement of 

airplanes and a reduction of $596,500 in the 
item of experimentation. 


When it is considered that the objective has 
been to have on hand by 1941 a total of 1,910 
useful airplanes, the Budget and accompany- 
ing bill go as far as they probably should, 
for the reason that the prediction is that on 
July 1, 1939, there will be on hand or on 
contract a total of 1,870 useful program air- 
planes. It should be pointed out in this con- 
nection, however, that the former objective of 
1,910 planes has been stepped up by the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics, without as yet the ap- 
proval of the Navy Department, to 2,050 air- 
planes. The Vinson-Trammel Act of 1934, 
which is the existing authority for building 
up naval aviation, provides that the President 
shall have authority “to procure the necessary 
naval aircraft for vessels and other naval 
purposes in numbers commensurate with a 
treaty navy.” 

With the amount included in this bill, in- 
cluding contractual authority, and mostly the 
latter, it is estimated that 319 planes may be 
ordered, including 46 for Reserve activities. 
This number is one short of the number which 
it now appears may be ordered under the 
appropriation and contractual authority con- 
tained in the current naval appropriation act, 
which were intended to cover 397 planes, but 
which it will not be possible to procure owing 
to increased costs. 

The committee is not altogether satisfied 
with the reduction in the experimental proj- 
ect and would not look with disfavor upon a 
supplemental estimate, The fact is that an 
additional amount is needed the current year 
to proceed with an experimental project— 
costly, it is true—which it has developed may 
not be proceeded with, out of current funds 
because of an underestimate of the cost. To 
carry it to conclusion will necessitate dipping 
into the amounts included in the accompany- 
ing bill for objects other than experimen- 
tation, the course no doubt which will be 
pursued in the absence of a supplemental ap- 
propriation. Full interchange obtains as to 
this appropriation. 


Marine Corps 


The Budget and accompanying bill provide 
for an average of 1,093 officers—approximately 
the maximum authorized number and 20 
more than the number appropriated for for 
the current fiscal year, and for an average of 
17,500 enlisted men, with view to closing the 
ensuing fiscal year with a force of 18,000 men, 
as compared with 17,000 now appropriated for. 
The authorized enlisted strength of the Ma- 
rine Corps is 20 percent of the authorized 
enlisted strength of the Navy, or, roundly, 
27,400 men. What logic there is for the exist- 
ing or any other fixed ratio, between the two 
branches, the committee has yet to be ad- 
vised. The need for the 1,000 additional men, 
considering the employments determined 
upon by the Navy Department for all Marine

Corps forces, would seem to be adequately 
justified. The Navy Department, however, 
has not advocated before the committee any 
further immediate expansion. 


It is these personnel increases which ac- 
count for practically half of the Budget in- 
crease, The other principal contributing fac- 
tors are increased subsistence costs, increased 
clothing costs, and an expansion in numbers 
and consequently cost of retired personnel, 

The committee has approved the Budget 
estimates for the Marine Corps except in two 
respects. The deferment of $15,000 is associ- 
ated with an item under the Bureau of Ord- 
nance, also deferred. The two items pertain 
to a confidential project, and the committee 
has basis for the conclusion that the esti- 
mates are a bit previous. 


The reduction of $100,000 is proposed pri- 
marily because the project to which it per- 
tains has no legislative authorization, which 
is a necessary prerequisite. (This item of 
$100,000 represents amount required for con- 
struction of a dam for conservation of water 
supply for Marine Barracks, Quantico.)

Replacement, Navy 

The estimate for continuing work on vessels 
under construction, for the performance of 
work on certain vessels already in commis- 
sion, and for the commencement of additional 
units is $147,700,000. This is a continuing 
appropriation and the estimate contemplates 
that there will be available during 19389 the 
further sum of $44,845,271, coming forward 
from funds currently available. 

The committee recommends an appropria- 
tion of $138,063,150, which, in conjunction 
with the anticipated carry-over just indi. 
cated, would make a total availability of $182,. 
908,421. This amount compares with expendi- 
tures aggregating for the fiscal years of 1938Q 
$182,539,516; 1937, $181,564,326, and 1938 (esti- 
mated), $184,339,308, 

The bill, in agreement with the Budget as 
to new units, makes provision ($18,422,100) 
for beginning the construction of the follow- 
ing vessels, the estimated unit costs being 
stated opposite each:

It excludes amounts aggregating $2,536,- 
850, which the Budget includes for expendi- 
ture upon 25 vessels commissioned prior to 
last July 1, namely, 2 cruisers, 20 destroyers, 
2 submarines, and 1 gunboat, 

There appears in the hearings the progress- 
of-work report on vessels under construction 
as of December 10, 1987. The committee 
found items in the Budget looking to the ex- 
penditure during the fiscal year of 1939 of 
$2,826,850 upon vessels not even appearing on 
the progress-of-work report; vessels, with 
four exceptions, which were placed in com- 
mission in both the fiscal years of 1936 and 
1937. It also developed in the hearings that 
appropriations aggregating $1,924,572 would 
be asked for on account of this particular 
group of vessels in the fiscal year of 1940, 
It further was developed in the hearings that 
as to a group of ships scheduled for com- 
pletion during the present fiscal year, an ex- 
penditure of $3,487,380 would be incurred dur- 
ing the fiscal year of 1939, and a further one 
of $0,743,605 during the fiscal year of 1940; 
also, that as to a group scheduled for com- 
missioning during the fiscal year of 1939, 
that there would need to be appropriated 
therefor in subsequent fiscal years a total of 
$51,131,418. These disclosures manifestly raise 
the question as to when a new vessel ceases 
to be under construction and enters upon a 
maintenance status. 

The Vinson-Trammell Act of 10934 is the 
existing authority for appropriations for new 
ship construction, There is room for question 
as to whether or not such act authorizes 
added construction flowing from action under 
article 21 of the London Treaty of 1030, above 
quoted, The committee has been formally ad- 
vised by the chairman of the Committee on 
Naval Affairs of the House of Representativea 
that it is his opinion that the Vinson-Tram- 
mell Act does authorize such construction, 
and, the committee is advised, that the Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy holds to the 
same view. The committee, therefore, has 
provided in the accompanying bill, in agree- 
ment with the Budget, for the commencement 
of cruiser tonnage and a certain amount of 
submarine tonnage in excess of the tonnage 
definitely prescribed in the London Treaty 
of 1930. 

It should be borne in mind that authority 
to appropriate for new ship construction ia 
contained in the Vinson-Trammell Act, which 
limits construction to such as may be counte- 
nanced by the expired Washington Treaty 
of 1922 and London Treaty of 1930, 

As regards battleship construction, the com- 
mittee feels that it should call attention ta 
the fact that the two ships now building were 
estimated a year ago to cost $60,173,000 aplece, 
That figure has now advanced to $64,278,2%. 
As previously indicated herein, the two battle- 
ships for the commencement of which this 
bill provides are estimated to cost §$70,850,- 
300 each. 

Limitations and Legislative Provisions 

The following limitations and legislative 
provisions not heretofore enacted in any ap- 
propriation bill are recommended: 

On page 46, in connection with the appro- 
priation for pay of civil employees, Marine 
Corps Headquarters: 

Provided, That no appropriation contained 
in this Act shall be available for any ca- 
pense on atcount of enlisted men detailed or 
assigned to duty at Marine Corpa Headquar.

tera under orders issued subsequent to Janu- 
ary 15, 1988 * * * 

On page 51, in connection with the appro- 
priation “Replacement, Navy": 

Neither the appropriation “Replacement of 
naval vessels, conatruction and machinery,” 
nor the appropriation “Replacement of naval 
vessels, armor, armament, and ammunition,” 
shall be avaiable for obligation for any pur- 
pose as to ships commissioned prior to July 
1, 1937, nor ae to any ship commissioned 
subsequent to such date after twelve monthe 
shall have elapsed from commissioning date. 

On page 538, in connection with the limi- 
tation dealing with the allocation of work to 
Government navy yards or arsenals of the 
United States, the following exception: 
except when the repair, purchase, or acquire- 
ment, by or from any private contractor, 
would, in the opinion of the Secretary of 
the Navy, be advantageous to the national 
defense.

they continued, prohibit the commission- 
ing of any Naval Academy graduates ; it 
would not prohibit the selection boards 
from meeting, and it would not prohibit 
retirement. They did say, however, that 
it would result in a redistribution of offi- 
cers in grades with the effect that promo- 
tions to lieutenant and promotions to 
admiral would cease during the year 
while promotions in the other grades 
would be somewhat stimulated. 

Regardless of this interpretation of the 
amendment, the members of the House 
believed definitely that they were “freez- 
ing” the selection system so as to force 
the Department and the Naval Affairs 
committee to take corrective action. 

Principal opponent to the amendment 
was Representative Carl Vinson of 
Georgia, chairman of the House Naval 
Committee. He contended that the system 
is fair, stating that “no man can go out 
until eight different selection boards have 
passed upon his record” and that if these 
eight boards “composed of nearly 100 dif- 
ferent captains in the Navy, or command- 
ers, have passed upon an officer’s record, 
and the record, in their judgment, does 
not justify the officer being promoted, 
then it is false economy for him to be car- 
ried any longer in the Navy.” 

It was two members of Mr. Vinson’s 
own committee—Representative Scott, a 
Democrat, and Representative Maas, 
ranking Republican — who fought most 
strenuously to force the committee to act. 

Representative Umstead, chairman of 
the subcommittee in charge of the bill, 
opposed the amendment, stating that he 
did not want the appropriations commit- 
tee “to pull the chestnuts out of the fire” 
for the Naval Affairs Committee. 

The text of the Jan. 20 debate leading 
to the votes in the Committee of the 
whole House on the State of the Union, 
follows: 

Mr. Umstead, Mr. Chairman, I make the 
point of order that it is legislation upon an 
appropriation bill, that it is contrary to exist- 
ing law, and that it does not and will not re- 
sult in any reduction in expenditures under 
this section, 

Mr. Scott. Mr. Chairman, I expect the 
amendment will be held germane under the 
exception known as the Holman rule, 

I call attention to the fact the act of July 
22, 10933, fixes the maximum commissioned 
line officers’ strength of the Navy—that is, 
the number of line officers that we can have 
in the Navy at any one time—at 6,531. This 
is exclusive of those officers who are known 
as additional numbers in grade or additional 
numbers. 

On page 84 of the hearings had by the sub- 
committee of the Appropriations Committee 
and in the second table thereon, it will be 
seen that including additional numbers the 
line officers’ strength after the commission- 
ing of the class graduating from the Naval 
Academy in June, 1938, would make the line 
officers’ strength 6,562 and after the commis- 
sioning of the graduating class in June 1939, 
which is within the fiscal year for which this 
bill makes appropriation, the number will be 
6,824. 

The amendment does change existing law 
by providing that officers in additional num- 
bers category shall be included in the au- 
thorized line-officer strength of the Regular 
Navy. At the present time additional num- 
bers are not counted as a part of the author- 
ized line-officer strength, which, as I have 
said, is 6,531. If the amendment which I have 
offered is agreed to, the effect would be—that 
is, if no counteracting legislation passes in 
the meantime—to deny commissions to at 
least 208 midshipmen. It would deny com- 
missions to at least 208 midshipmen gradu- 
ating in June 1939. This would make a dif- 
ference between 6,824 and the 6,531, which is 
the line strength authorized by law. 

The table on page 91 of the hearings indi- 
‘cates there will be 501 graduates in June 
1939. This would mean a reduction of 2098 
‘officers who otherwise would have to be ap- 
propriated for and would retrench expendi- 
‘tures by reduction of the number and salary 
‘of the officers of the United States as follows: 

For pay, subsistence, and transportation in 
the Navy, $44,975 in pay, including subsis- 
tence allowance, and $1,418 in transportation, 
which is borne out by the figures on pages 

36, 242 and 275, page 236 providing for pay- 
page 242, subsistence and allowance, and page 
275 for transportation. This would show the 
exact amount that would be saved by denying 
commissions to 293 midshipmen graduating 
in June 1939, 

If the amendment is ruled in order I shall 
fater offer amendments carrying into effect 
the reduction of amounts that would be 
caused if we commissioned the 293 graduates 
of the academy to whom I expect to deny 
commissions. 





Mr. Umstead, Mr. Chairman, the proposed 
amendment, as stated by the gentleman from 
California, would have the effect of placing 
within the presently authorized regular line 
officer strength of the Navy 673 officers who 
are now carried as so-called additional num- 
bers. If thus included in the regular line of- 
ficer strength, the number of regular line of- 
ficers in the Navy would be, as stated by the 
gentleman, 6,552, This would be in excess 
of the present authorized line strength of 
the Navy by the difference between 6,531, the 
present authorized strength, and 6,552, which 
would be the number under the amendment 
offered by the gentleman from California. 

Mr. Chairman, I make the point of order 
that this is legislation upon an appropriation 
bill, and would not result and could not re- 
sult in either a reduction of personnel or a 
saving of money under this particular ap- 
propriation item. It is, therefore, subject to 
a point of order. 

I wish to call the Chair's attention to an 
important fact reative to the amendment. 
There is now a law, which I think would ab- 
solutely prevent the amendment, if adopted, 
from either reducing personnel or reducing 
expenditures. I respectfully call the Chair's 
attention to the second part of Public No. 390, 
of the Seventy-fourth Congress, which was 
an act amending section 5, Public Law No. 
264, Seventy-third Congress, which original 
law was approved on May 20, 1934, and re- 
lated to the appointment of Naval Academy 
graduates as ensigns in the Navy, and I quote 
as follows: 

“Provided,” so that as amended the said 
section will read as follows: 

“That the President of the United States 
is authorized, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, to appoint as ensigns 
in the line of the Navy all midshipmen who 
in 1934 and hereafter graduate from the 
Naval Academy: Provided, That all former 
midshipmen graduated in 1933 who received 
a certificate of graduation and honorable 
discharge or who resigned and whether 
they have since been married or not may, 
upon their own application, if physically 
qualified, and under such regulations as 
the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe, be 
appointed as ensigns prior to November 1, 
1935, by the President and shall take rank 
next after the junior ensign of the Navy 
and among themselves in accordance with 
their proficiency as shown by the order of 
merit at date of graduation; And provided 
further, That the number of such officers 
80 appointed shall, while in excess of the 
total number of line officers otherwise au- 
thorized by law be considered in excess of 
the number of officers in the grade of en- 
sign as determined by any computation, 
and shall be excluded from any computa- 
tion made for the purpose of determining 
the authorized number of line officers in 
any grade on the active list above the grade 
of lieutenant (junior grade) until the total 
number of line officers shall have been re- 
duced below the number otherwise author- 
ized by law.” 

Mr. Chairman, I apprehend the Chair will 
be disturbed by the statement “appointed 
prior to November 1, 1935,” but I respectful- 
ly call the attention of the Chair on this point 
to the fact that that date applies solely to a 
former group of graduates who has not been 
commissioned upon graduation, and has no 
bearing upon the main point of the legisla- 
tion, namely that the President shall have 
authority to appoint all midshipmen gradu- 
ating in 1934 or thereafter as ensigns in the 
Navy. 

I submit that in the determination by the 
Chair of the effect of the pending amend- 
ment upon the line-officer strength of the 
Navy he must take this law to which I have 
called attention into account, under the terms 
of which, irrespective of the pending amend- 
ment, future graduates of the Naval Academy 
will be given commissions, 

I respectfully urge that the language of the 
statute and its clear meaning make it impos- 
sible for the pending amendment to show on 
its face that its adoption would accomplish 
either a reduction of personnel or a reduction 
in expenditures. 

Mr, Vinson of Georgia. Mr. Chairman, for 
this amendment to be germane it must fall 
within the Holman rule. There are two yard- 
sticks it must square by—one, that it must be 
germane and not legislation, and the other, 
that it brings about a retrenchment which 
appears on its face and a reduction in per- 
sonnel. I submit as far as the amendment is 
concerned it does not square by that yard- 
stick of the Holman rule. It can be demon- 
strated to a mathematical certainty, on the 
contrary, that it will have the effect of cost- 
ing more and at the same time changing exist- 
ing law, and therefore, of course, would not 
be in order. 

The number of officers in the Navy is based 
upon the number of enlisted men, The num- 
ber of enlisted men is fixed by statute at 137,- 
450. The officer strength is fixed by law at 
4% per cent of the authorized enlisted 
strength. The method of promotion is that 
the selection board shall pass upon certain 
officers in the grades of junior lieutenant and 
lieutenant, and if they are not promoted they 
are carried as extra numbers. The purpose 
of the amendment of the gentleman from Cali- 





fornia is that these extra numbers shall be 
added to the 4% per cent of line officers and 
become regular line officers. 

What does the law say on this question? 
The selection law of July 22, 1935, states as 
follows: 

That after June 30, 1936, eutenants and 
lieutenants (junior grade) who shall not 
have been recommended for promotion to 
the next higher grade by the report of a 
line selection board as approved by the 
President shall, on and after June 30 next 
succeeding the date of the approval of said 
line selection board, if they have completed 
14 or 7 years, respectively, of commissioned 
service, be carried as additional numbers 
in grade, but shall be ineuded in the au- 
thorized number of commissioned officers 
of the active list of the line of the Navy in 
any grade to which later promoted. 

This law was later amended to make it 14 
and 21 years in the grade. 

My point is that under the law today offi- 
cers are authorized to the number of 6,531. 
There are 602 officers carried as extra num- 
bers. The figures the gentleman has read 
would be the figures if none of the 602 is 
picked up and promoted by the selection 
board, which is in session now. However, the 
selection board has a right under the law, I 
submit, to pick up and promote a part of the 
02 officers who today are carried as extra 
numbers. If they do not pick up any officers, 
then the figures will be as the gentleman 
from North Carolina has submitted and as 
the law stands today. As the situation is to- 
day, there are only 6,491 officers, including 
the extra numbers that are in the service, and 
the selection board could in accordance with 
the law pick up part of the 602 officers, In 
addition, Mr. Chairman, I submit the statute 
of 1935, which permits and requires a com- 
mission to be given to every midshipman, 
would add to, instead of reducing, the num- 
ber. Therefore, the amendment is certainly 
not germane and does not square itself with 
the requirements of the Holman rule. 

Mr. Scott. There is no question in my mind 
but what this amendment changes existing 
law. The only argument I make is that it is 
permissible under the Holman rule, because 
it brings about a retrenchment, 

If this amendment is held in order I am 
going to offer five amendments, in each case 
reducing the appropriation by a specific 
amount, based upon the cost which would be 
incurred by the Navy if the 293 midshipmen 
were commissioned. The effect of the amend- 
ment would be to stop all promotion, to stop 
all selection, and to stop all retirements right 
where they are now for a period of 1 year, 
and I can point specifically to the amount 
saved if it would have any effect on the ruling 
of the Chair. 

The Chairman, In the opinion of the Chair, 
there is no question about the germaneness 
of the amendment. It seems to resolve itself 
largely into a question of facts and figures 
as to whether or not the amendment comes 
within the Holman rule. The part of the Hol- 
man rule, with which the members of the 
Committee are familiar, that is relevant here, 
is subsection 2 of rule XXI, which reads as 
follows: 

Nor shall any provision in any such bill 
or amendment thereto changing existing 
law be in order, except such as being ger- 
mane to the subject matter of the bill shall 
retrench expenditures by the reduction of 
the number and salary of the officers of the 
United States by the reduction of the com- 
pensation of any person paid out of the 
Treasury of the United States, or by the re- 
duction of amounts of money covered by 
the bill, 

Section 1511 of volume VII of Cannon's 
Precedents of the House, reads as follows: 

A proposition reducing the number of 
Army officers and providing the method by 
which the reduction should be accomplished 
was held to come within the exceptions 
under which legislation retrenching ex- 
penditure is in order on an appropriation 
bill. 

A reading of the amendment, together with 
the facts stated by the gentleman from Cali- 
fornia which, in the opinion of the Chair, 
have not beén successfully controverted, that 
the amendment will actually reduce the num- 
ber of officers as well as effect a retrench- 
ment of expenditures thereby brings the 
amendment within the Holman rule cited by 
the Chair, and therefore the point of order 
is overruled. 

Mr. Scott. Mr, Chairman, I shall try to 
expain in one sentence exactly what this 
amendment would do. It would stop the 
present method of selection for promotion 
and retirement of naval officers for a period of 
1 year, and do it for this reason. There are a 
lot of Members of this House, including my- 
self, and there are a lot of people who have 
studied the problem, who think that the pres- 
ent method of selection in the Navy is unfair, 
that it is doing things that are detrimental 
to the Navy, that it is increasing the cost to 
the Government because of retirements. 

About four proposals have been made to the 
House of Representatives as a method of im- 
proving the present selection method. To 
date no action has been taken on the subject 
of the selective system. To date we have not 
made any active attempt to improve the 





method of selection in the Navy as it Worky 
at the present time. 

Mr. Umstead. The gentleman, I believe 4 
a member of the Naval Affairs Committee y 
the House? 

Mr. Scott. That is correct. 

Mr. Umstead. Is it not true that a numbe 
of bills are now pending before the gentle 
man’s own committee dealing with this que 
tion of naval personnel and promotion? 

It is according to what 
gentleman means by the word “pending.” 

Mr. Umstead. Have they not been intro. 
duced and referred to that committee? 

Mr. Scott. They have. 

Mr. Umstead. Is it not true that last yey 
during the regular session of the Congres, 
the Naval Affairs Committee held rather ¢. 
tensive hearings in connection with thig gy). 
ject? 

Mr. Scott. Mr. Chairman, I would not ey 
the hearings extensive, and no recommend. 
tions were forthcoming. 

Mr. Umstead. You did conduct hearings; 

Mr. Scott. We did hold hearings. 

Mr. Umstead. Was the gentleman presey 
at the hearings? 

Mr. Seott. I was. 

Mr. Umstead. Has the gentleman's commit. 
tee taken any action about it? 

Mr. Scott. It has not. 

Mr. Umstead. Does not the gentleng 
think this is such an intricate matter, ag th 
gentleman stated just a few moments ago 
that it should be acted upon by the legisl. 
tive committee rather than dealt with upa 
an appropriaion bill? 

Mr. Scott. I do. 

Mr. Umstead. Then I ask the gentleman, } 
all fairness, to withdraw his amendment, 

Mr. Scott, Oh, no; 1 do think that the le. 
islative committee should take action, but] 
do not believe that in the meantime, unt 
the legislative committee has had time to tak 
action, the inequities, the injustices,the thing 
that can happen under the operation of th 
present law for the next year should bea 
lowed to go on, and I think we should sty 
them now, while we are in the process of mat 
ing this revision. 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. Assuming for th 
sake of the argument that the gentleman) 
amendment is agreed to, it only deals wit 
dollars and cents, does it not? 

Mr. Scott. No; I would not say that. 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. Of course it dow 
because it does not repeal the law whieh 
now in force. 

Mr. Scott. It holds the operation of th 
selection law in abeyance for 1 year. 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. It only deals wit 
the appropriation and the law that nowt 
quires them to go out would still requin 
them to go. 

Mr, Scott, They cannot take action witht 
the money. 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. But there are ma 
who have to go out irrespective of selection 

Mr. Scott. They will be held in exactly t 
same position they are in now, and let mes 
this to the gentleman from North Carolia 
(Mr. Umstead), we held hearings in the legit 
lative committee, and after the hearings wet 
completed the Navy Department sent up & 
other bill or a recommendation that was lt 
troduced here as a bill, changing the selectit 
system or changing the method of promot 
or suggesting such changes. It seems tom 
when the Navy Department itself, after i 
hearings had been held, suggests improve 
ments, or what they consider improve 
ments, or suggests changes, the admissiit 
is there that the present method is wow 
and is subject to improvement; and now tht 
we have not done anything about it, it seem 
to me if we will take this action here todd 
we will force the Naval Affairs Committe 
and we will force the Department of the Nat 
to do something about the present method 
selection and meet the situation the best thes 
can. If we do not do anything within a yer! 
time, if the legislative committee does not 
make any recommendation between now and 
then, we will go right back where we are# 
the present time and nobody will be hurt. 

Mr. Umstead. I, of course, am not famillt 
with the bills pending before the gentlemat! 
committee, but I should like to ask the gentle 
man if he has read the bill to which het 
ferred as having the approval of the Na 
Department proposing certain changes in tht 
selection system ? 

Mr. Scott. I have. 

Mr. Umstead. Does the gentleman regarl 
the bill as having advantages over the pret 
ent system? ; 

Mr. Scott. I do not, and I will say in add! 
tion that I shall probably introduce the as

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Lt. Col. Roy H. Coles, USA, who had 
peen on duty in the Operations Branch 
of the Military Intelligence Division, War 
Department General Staff, died Jan. 2, 
1938, at Walter Reed General Hospital, 
Washington, D. C. 

Colonel Coles, who was born in Warren, 
ind., April 25, 1887, entered the United 
States Military Academy June, 1905, and 
apon graduation in June, 1909, received 
his commission as a 2nd Lieutenant of 
Infantry. At the time of his service as a 
ist Lieutenant, Colonel Coles was as- 
signed to the Signal Corps on October 11, 
1916, and transferred to this branch of 
the service on July 1, 1920. 

During his early serivce Colonel Coles 
was at Ludlow Barracks, Mindanao, 
Philippine Islands, from November 11, 
1909 to January 24, 1910, and then was at 
Torrey Barracks, Mindanao, January 24, 
to March 20, 1910.

Senator David I. Walsh has introduced 
a bill into the Senate which would au- 
thorize the President to arm merchant 
vessels and aircraft engaged in foreign 
commerce for wartime service before 
wartime hostilities have actually been 
declared. 

The bill seeks to amend the Merchant 
Marine Act of 1936 by providing for the 
assembling and preparing of merchant 
vessels and aircraft engaged in foreign 
commerce for war use when the President 
deems the security of the National de- 
fense makes it advisable. 


The Merchant Marine Act of 1936 au- 
thorizes the Maritime Commission to re- 
quisition merchant marine or privately 
owned ships during any National emer- 
gency declared by proclamation of the 
President. The Navy Department feels 
that the assembling and preparing of 
merchant vessels and aircraft for war 
use must start earlier than the time au- 
thorized in the Act of 1936, namely, when 
war is imminent. 

The proposed law would permit the 
preparing of merchant marine vessels 
and aircraft for war use before a declara- 
tion by proclamation of the President 
that a National emergency existed. 

The Maritime Commission, under au- 
thority of the Act of 1986 are permitted 
to make recommendations and they re- 
cently recommended that certain provi- 
siens of the Merchant Marine Act of 1936 
be made applicable to aircraft engaged in 
foreign commerce, In the event this rec- 
ommendation is adopted by the Con- 
gress, the bill introduced by Senator 
Walsh would authorize the requisitioning 
by the Commission of aircraft whenever 
the President shall deem that the se- 
curity of National defense makes it ad- 
visable, or during any National emer- 
gency. 

The Act would provide that all charters 
issued by the Maritime Commission 
would terminate upon notice to charter- 
ers when the President believes the se- 
curity of National defense makes its ad- 
visable,

Because of the constant stream of finan- 
cial, industrial and labor leaders to the 
White House this week, the encouraging 
belief exists that the war between the 
Administration and Business is on its 
way to becoming at least a truce. The 
President took occasion at a press con- 
ference to modify the statement he made 
last week that all holding companies 
should be abolished. He explained that 
what he had in mind was the type of 
holding companies given the death sen- 
tence in the Public Utility Law. The 


Business Council of the Department of 
Commerce which conferred with him on 
Wednesday, agreed that holding com- 
panies created for “financial manipula- 
tion and undesirable extension of control 
in the hands of a few people” were bad, 
but viewed “with great concern any gen- 
eral move to outlaw proper holding com- 
panies.” Commenting upon this opinion, 
the President said that some holding 
companies make for mass efficiency and 
in other ways contribute to the public 
interest. As to wage and hour legislation, 
he thought some further studies of the 
problem should be made, but insisted 
there must be legislation at this session 
of Congress. The Council, referring to 
organized labor, declared where there is 
privilege, there must also be responsibil- 
ity. The President responded that there 
should be a listing and a reporting of ex- 
penditures by labor organizations, rather 
than their incorporation. As to public 
utilities, the President claimed that there 
were no differences between him and 85% 
of the industry. 

The conference between the President 
and the Council showed, in general, agree- 
ment, which was satisfactory to business. 
It established that the President in his 
forthcoming message on monopoly will 
not require the death of all holding com- 
panies, but it established also that he 
will not seek a law fixing responsibility. 
It is noteworthy that in his talks with 
the banking, industrial, business and 
labor leaders, the President has been 
more in the attitude of a listener than an 
expounder of his own views. He was told 
bluntly by President Lewis of the CIO 
that attacks by his Administration upon 
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industry must cease if the recession were 
to be curtailed. The President has been 
informed there are now 1,850,000 men and 
women on work relief, and that more 
funds will be required in April unless 
business picks up or the unemployed are 
to be deprived of government help. In 
this connection, the January bulletin of 
the Department of Commerce says: 
“Unemployment continues as a cloud 
over the business horizon. The unemploy- 
ment load was substantially lower during 
the first three-quarters of the past year 
than at any time in the recovery move- 
ment, but the recession in the last quarter 
added considerably to the ranks of the 
unemployed. As one looks through the 
door into the New Year, the scene pre- 
sents many elements of strength and 
weakness. Although there are many in- 
tangible psychological and political fac- 
tors which it is impossible to take into 
account, it is the concensus of a substan- 
tial block of economists that the recession 
in activity, which began late in 1937, is 
temporary rather than of long duration, 
and that 1938 will show a resumption of 
the upward trend of economic activity.” 
There continues to be little likelihood 
that Congress will enact to the extent the 
President wishes the economic and social

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Conference Backs Air Defense 

Representing 25 of America’s leading 
Aviation organizations, the First Na- 
tional Aeronautic Planning Conference 
met in Cleveland Jan. 9 to 12. 

Delegates from every major phase of 
yiation, civilian, military and naval 
yere present. From the Army, Lt. Col. Ira 
¢, Baker represented and read the speech 
of Maj. Gen. Oscar Westover, Chief of 
the Army Air Corps, while the Navy was 
presented by Commander Ralph Davi- 
wn, executive officer of the Bureau of 
jeronautics. 

The Conference marked the first time 
ip aviation history that a comprehensive 
yamber of organizations of national cali- 
re met together to outline a national 

y for the development of aviation 
ong constructive lines. 

The call for the conference was 
initiated by Mr. Charles F. Horner, Presi- 
jent of the National Aeronautic Asso- 
dation. Invitations were sent to all or- 
gnizations to participate, and to name 
representatives on the organizing com- 
mittee. A meeting was held in New York 
(ity on Nov. 6, 1937, attended by officers

Regarding the conference, the National 
Aeronautic Association said, “The de- 
drability of planned effort toward co- 
ordination of the efforts of these various 
organizations in the interests of more 
fective activity in the advancement of 
aviation is obvious. The value of endorse- 
went of development needs on which all 
cn agree by these organizations, acting 
wa group, is also obvious. With so many 
organizations now active, it is apparent 
also that establishment of a central clear- 
ing house to foster all organizations,

This was aimed at 
the Vincent-Trammel act, which pro- 
vided for ten per cent of the Navy’s air- 
craft to be built at the Navy aircraft fac- 
tory. Navy officials pointed out that the 
Navy’s experimental work required that 
much construction in its own facilities. 

The following air defense clauses were 
made part of the program: 

Air Defense—General Policy 

There should be adopted a slogan “An Un 
surpassed Air Defense.” 

The army and navy should give immediate 
consideration to the following: 

(a) A balanced and enlarged Air Power, 
providing regular and reserve airmen, air 
craft, airports, and airways. 

(b) Increased experimental and develop 
ment work through existing agencies to in- 
sure continued technical superiority. 

(c) Further experience in cooperative use 
of all defense arms. 

In addition to the items outlined above the 
army and navy should give study to; 

(a) A centralization of Defense Adminis 
tration to increase our effective fighting 
power, 

(b) Stock taking of all civil aviation facili 
ties to determine their utility in the event 
of war, with particular emphasis on all air 
ports, all pilots, air transport, technical 
personnel, ete, 

(c) Encourage public interest in military 
aviation by more frequent demonstrations 
at air shows and public gatherings 

Air Defense—Army and Navy 

Air Force organizations now in effect should 
be continued until their merits or otherwise 
shall have been proven by experience. The 
employment of air force as an independnt 
striking unit should continue under constant 
study, both in the army and the navy, and 
should be further developed, 

Further study should be given to the inter 
relationship of the National Defense services. 

The experimental and development work of 
the Army and Navy should be carried on on 
an increased seale. The funds provided for 
such work should be materially increased. 

Air Defense—Army 

There should be no retraction from the 
present War Dept. program to supply an ade 
quate number of combat airplanes to the 
Army Air Corps by 1940, as recommended by 
the Chief of Air Corps and the commanding 
officers of the General Headquarters Air 
Force, and necessary appropriations should 
be made by Congress to that end, 

An increase in operating funds and in funds 
for the procurement of accessories, such as 
engines, plane and engine instruments, navi 
gation equipment and armament, commen 
surate with the increasing plane strength, 
should be provided. The flying fields, air 
bases, and ground installations needed as the 
planes are supplied should be provided in 
properly balanced increments. 

The remedial legislation recommended 
the War Department to ameliorate the 
rious situation now existing whereby it is not 
possible to provide additional needed person 
nel for the Air Corps should be enacted with 
out delay.

Liberalize Regular Pensions 


The bill introduced by Representative 
Maas to liberalize the laws providing 
peacetime pensions for veterans and de- 
pendents of veterans of the Regular 
Establishment for disabilities or deaths 
incurred or aggravated in line of duty, 
has been referred to the Committee on 
Pensions of which Representative Gasque 
of South Carolina is chairman. 

As reported in the ArMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL last week Mr. Maas’ bill gives 
veterans of the regular service peace 
time pensions of not less than 80 per cent 
of the World War rates. The full text 
of his bill follows: 

Ie it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That persons 
entitled to pension under the provisions of 
the general pension law, for service-connected 
disability resulting from service prior to 
April 21, 1808, other than in a period of war, 
shall be entitled to pension at monthly rates 
at not less than 80 per centum of the highest 
amount of compensation payable to World 
War veterans suffering with similar service- 
connected disabilities: Provided, That not less 
than *0 per centum of the statutory ratings 
and awards for specific disabilities as pro 
vided by the World War Veterans’ Act, 1024, 
as amended, shall be for application in such 
Provided further, That the monthly 
rate of the allowance for a nurse or attendant 
shall be the same as is paid to World War 
veterans, The occupational variant of soldier, 
sullor, marine, or coast guard, rather than the 
variant applicable to the occupation of the 
injured man at the time of enlistment, shall 
applied in such cases when the rating 
schedule in effect on March 19, 1933, applicable 
to World War veterans, is used in adjudicat 
ing such claims. 

Sec, 2. Persons entitled to pension for serv 
ice-connected disability under the provisions 
of part II, Veterans’ Regulation Numbered 1 
(2), as amended, shall be entitled to pension 
at monthly rates of not less than 80 per cen 
tum of the highest amount of compensation 
payable to World War veterans suffering with 
similar service-connected disabilities: Pro- 
vided, That not less than 80 per centum of the 
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statutory ratings and awards for specific 
disabilities as provided by the World War 
Veterans’ Act, 1924, as amended, shall be for 


application In such cases: Provided further, 
That the monthly rate of the allowance for a 
nurse or attendant shall be the same as Is 
paid to World War veterans, The occupa 
tional variant of soldier, sailor, marine, or 
coast guard, rather than the variant appli 
cable to the oceupation of the injured man 
at the time of enlistment, shall be applied In 
such cases when the rating schedule in effect 
on March 19, 1933, applicable to World War 
veterans, is used in adjudicating such claims. 

Sec. 3. Eighty per centum of the highest 
service-connected death-compensation rates 
payable to the dependents of World War vet 
erans shall be the pension rates applicable (1) 
to the dependents of veterans whose death re 
sulted from srvice prior to April 21, 1898, 
other than in a period of war, provided such 
dependents are otherwise entitled to pension 
under the provisions of the general pension 
law, and (2) to dependents entitled to pension 
under the provisions of paragraph IIT of part 
II, Veterans’ Regulation Numbered 1 (a), as 
amended. 

Sec. 4. Paragraph 1 of part 
Regulation Numbered 1 (a), 
hereby amended by adding a 
graph (ad) to read as follows 

“(d) For the purposes of paragraph IT (a) 
of part IT hereof a chronic disease becoming 
manifest to a degree of 10 per centum or more 
within one year from the date of separation 
from active service as set forth therein shall 
considered to have been incurred in or 
aggravated by service as specified therein, 
notwithstanding there is no record of evidence 
of such disease during the period of active 
service: Provided, That the person suffering 
from such disease served one hundred and 
eighty days or more in the active service as 
specified therein: Provided, however, That. 
where there is affirmative evidence to the con- 
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trary or evidence to establish that an inter- 
current injury or disease which is a recog- 
nized cause of such chronic disease has been 
suffered between the date of discharge and the 
onset of the chronic disease, or the disability 
is due to the person's own misconduct, serv- 
ice connection will not be in order.” 

Sec. 5. The increases of pension provided 
by this Act shall be effective on the Ist day 
of the month following the month in which 
this Act is enacted. This Act shall not be so 
construed as to reduce any pension under 
any Act, public or private. Nothing contained 
in this Act shall in any way affect the pro- 
visions of paragraph I (c), part II, Veterans’ 
Regulation Numbered 1 (a), as amended, rela- 
tive to the rate of pension if the disability or 
death resulted from an injury received in line 
of duty in actual combat in a military expedi- 
tion or military occupation, 


Mass Flight to Hawaii 

On Jan. 19, eighteen Navy PBY-1 and 
PRY-2 patrol planes completed the long- 
est overwater mass flight in aviation an- 
nals, 

Commanded by Lt. Comdrs. 8. H. War- 
ner and W. G. Tomlinson, and manned by 
126 oflicers and men, the planes covered 
the distance in a little more than 20 
hours, 

Three surface ships, the Langley, Reid 
and Litehfield were located along the 
route to assist the planes if necessary. 

The distance covered was 2570 miles, 
and the flight was the fifth such distance 
flight made since the inception of the 
Navy's policy of “ferrying” ships to dis- 
tant parts of the United States instead 
of dismantling them and shipping them by 
lund and water carriers,

expedite action that will remedy this most 

undesirable system of prometion? 

Mr. Scott, You bet your life I do. 

Mr. Ford of California, I wish to ask the 
gentieman if the adoption of his amendment 
will not keep in the naval service the number 
of men who are not over 42 years of age, who 
are being put out, which in my judgment is 
one of the silliest actions that any great or- 
ganization ever took. 

Mr. Scott. The gentleman is right and let 
me add this: At the present time we promote 
in the Navy if there is a vacancy up above. 
We move from this class to this class as many 
as there are vacancies for and if there are no 
vacancies and you have eligible men for that 
particular vacancy, you have to kick them 
out of the Navy. If the vacancies are not 
there, although they are ready for promo- 
tion, you cannot promote them, and you have 
to retire them, and it was admitted on the 
floor of this House the other day by the 
chairman of the Committee on Naval Affairs 
that we are retiring men who are capable o/ 
filling the positions they are in today, and 
who are capable of filling the positions above 
them, that captains could be rear admirals, 
and that commanders could be captains and 
do a good job of it, but there is no place up 
there because of the operation of this selec- 
tive law, and, therefore, we have to kick them 
out of the Navy and put them on the retired 
list and pay them while they are on the re- 
tired list and get nothing out of their ser- 
vices, 

Mr. Umstead. I understood the gentleman, 
in reply to a question propounded by the 
gentleman from California (Mr. Ford), to say 
that if this amendment be adopted, and If the 
operation of selection boards is suspended for 
the fiscal year 1939, it would prevent within 
that year the passing from the Navy of men 
44 and 45 years of age. I ask the gentleman 
if it is not true in all fairness that the pro- 
vision which he seeks to insert in this bill 
would not have anything to do with whether 
or not a man passes out in the fiseal year 39, 

Mr. Scott. It would stop the selection right 
where it is now and no action could be taken 
for a year’s time, 

Mr. Umstead, But it would not stop a 
single man from going out of the Navy who 
is scheduled to go out within the year, 

Mr. Scott. Not if he is scheduled to go 
out; no. It is not retroactive. 

Mr. Umstead. But the gentleman's state- 
ment that this action would prevent men 
from going out in 1030, I submit, is unfair, 

Mr. Scott. If they have already been se- 
lected to go out, they would go out; but it 
would prevent the selection board from se- 
lecting any more to go out in addition to 
what has been done in the past. This is not 
going to save any man who has been selected 
out of the Navy, but it will keep some good 
men from going out of the Navy for a year; 
and I hope during that year's time we can 
change existing law to such an extent that 
we will not lose the services of those good 
wen in the future. 

Mr. Umstead. If the gentleman's amend- 
ment be adopted, is it not true that it actually 
would have the force and effect of sending 
men out who otherwise might be selected. 

Mr, Scott. Oh, I do not believe so, 

Mr, Umstead. Why would it not? 

Mr. Scott. Because there would be no 
changes, no promotions, no changes in the 
selection system, 

Mr. Umstead, Why not? 
pended selection boards, 

Mr. Scott. We have suspended any action 
by the Board from carrying into effect its 
recommendations, because of the limitation of 
the number of men you can have in the line. 

Mr. Umstead. Is it not true that the num- 
ber of admirals, the number of captains and 
commanders, and officers in other grades are 
determined by the total number of officers? 

Mr. Scott. That is true, 

Mr. Umstead. Well then, if there were 
blanketed in under this amendment 673 off 
cers now in the additional numbers category 
would not that automatically increase the 
number of admirals, captains, and command 
ers that the Navy could have? 

Mr. Scott, No; I do not believe so. 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. Mr. Chairman, | 
respectfully ask the attention of the Com- 
mittee to this very important amendment, 
and it is exceedingly important, because it 
strikes at the very heart of the line personnel 
and the system of promotion in the Navy. I 
know it is popular to say, “I am opposed to 
legislation which will permit men to go out 
who are just 41 years of age.” And I would 
keep them in, and we should keep them in, 
but there are certain reasons why in military 
organizations you must have some method of 
selection, some method of promotion, Briefly 
what happens? The Army selects by senior- 
ity. No officer of the Army is promoted un- 
less somebody above him either dies or re- 
signs or is court-martialed or gets out of the 
Army. The man who comes in the Army on 
the 20th of January, 1938, will be considered 
for promotion before the man who comes in 


You have sus- 


on the 21st of January, 1938. 
In the Navy the system is different. Since 
1916 the Navy has operated under what is 





known as the selection system. I ask you to 

bear with me briefly, form no conclusions un- 

til you know definitely what the law is, and 
then let us see if any hardship is being 
worked on anyone, 

What is the selection system? It provides 
that the Secretary of the Navy annually shall 
appoint a board of one admiral and nine cap- 
taina who shall take the official record of 
every man in the grade of lieutenant, junior 
grade—that is the lowest rank in the Navy 
except ensign—and pass upon it and deter- 
mine exclusively from that record whether or 
not that officer is best fitted for promotion. 
Isear in mind the fact that in the Army a man 
is promoted irrespective of his qualifications 
if a vacancy occurs, 

In this bill we are spending $550,000,000, an 
enormous sum of money. We entrust these 
great ships, our first line of national de 
fense, to the care of these men, It naturally 
follows that poitics, influence, and date of 
enlistment, should bear no weight with refer- 
ence to the promotion of an officer. Promotion 
should be based entirely upon his qualifica- 
tion. Who makes his qualification? The 
officer himself makes it day by day serving 
in the fleet, His record is sent here and filed 
in the Navy Department. The Board go over 
every record of this officer and of other offi- 
cers in the grade to see which is best qualified 
for the higher position. Let us assume there 
are 100 men eligible to be promoted, but that 
there are only 33 vacancies, It naturally fol 
lows that all cannot be promoted. Some have 
better records than others, some must be 
passed over, This, briefly, is what the selec 
tion board does, 

What happens? So desirous is the Navy 
Department, and is the law, to give every man 
in the lower grade an opportunity to be fair- 
ly considered by the selection board that no 
man can go out until eight different selection 
boards in 8 different years have passed upon 
his record, I submit that after eight boards, 
composed of nearly 100 different captains in 
the Navy, or commanders, have passed upon 
an officer's record, and the record, in their 
judgment, does not justify the officer being 
promoted, then it is false economy for him 
to be carried any longer in the Navy, and he 
should be placed upon the retired list. 

What would be the result of the amend 
ment? Under the law today, the total number 
of officers on the retired list as a result of the 
selective system is only 517. There are, as I 
said yesterday, 28,000 men carried on the re- 
tired list of the Navy, at a cost of $33,000,000, 
Only 2 per cent of the retired officers and per 
sonnel is the result of the operation of the 
selection law, 

If an officer in the Navy is not promoted, of 
course, he is dissatisfied with the selection 
system; that is natural; but the officer who 
is promoted tis satisfied. The human equation 
enters into it. Every officer who is promoted 
suys that it Is the wisest and best system. 
Every officer who is not promoted naturally 
says that it is the worst kind of law, because 
he has not been promoted; but we cannot pro- 
mote officers unless there are vacancies, and 
the law determines what percentage of offi- 
cers there shall be in each grade throughout 
the length and breadth of the Navy—1 per 
cent admirals, 4 per cent captains, and so 
forth, and so on down, 

The proposed amendment, offered by my 
colleague from California, is that automatic 
ally we shall put these officers, who have 
been passed over but who under the law can- 
not go out until they have actually served 
from 14 to 21 years, into the line of the Navy. 
It stops the flow of promotions and stops any- 
body from going out of the Navy. What 
would be the result? The result would be 
stagnation; the result would be that officers 
who are ambitious, officers who are striving 
te go somewhere in the Navy would be held 
down to give way to some other officer who 
has not so fine a record of efficiency and ac- 
complishment, The whole line of promotion 
would fall into stagnation. 

Mr. Chairman, I introduced a bill on this 
matter last year at the request of the Navy 
Department, and for about 10 days or 2 weeks 
we had hearings on it. The bill has been re- 
ferred to the Navy Department, and from the 
Navy Department it went to the Budget. It 
is at the Budget today to determine what it 
will cost and to see whether or not it is in 
accordance with the President's financial 
program, I am just as anxious as is the gen- 
tleman rrom California that a fair and equit- 
able selection system should be previded; 
but I submit that a question so complicated 
us this should not be determined by an 
amendment which happens to come within 
the Holman rule, The Holman rule is no 
place to legislate in reference to personnel. 
It requires months and years to work out a 
fair and satisfactory selective system; and I 
appeal to the intelligence of this House and 
of this Committee this afternoon to stand by 
the committee and to reject the gentleman's 
proposal, pecause it will lead to confusion, 
it will lead to stagnation of promotion, and 
it will tie the hands of your committee which 
is trying to work out a fair and equitable 
method of selection. 

Mr. Maas. Mr. Chairman, this is not really 
legislating by an appropriation act, but it is 
true this will force a speeding up of the legis- 
lative processes, which is long overdue. If 





the Congress does not pass a reform in the 
promotion system of the Navy by the time 
this appropriation act becomes effective, it 
will simply keep in status quo the officers 
of the Navy for 1 year. You may rest assured 
if this provision is adopted and made a part 
of the appropriation bill, the Navy Depart- 
ment will agree to a satisfactory reform of 
the promotion system and it will be enacted 
into law before the appropriation ever be- 
comes effective. 

I think probably the greatest need in the 
Navy today greater almost than the need for 
ships—is the need of modernizing the person- 
nel system of the Navy. The chairman of the 
Committee on Naval 
gentleman's proposal would strike at the very 
foundation and heart of the present selection 
system of the Navy. That is exactly what 
we are trying to do, 
present system, which is so 
morale, It is a wasteful, costly system, with 
no justification whatever. 

I do not agree, either, that the Army system 
is ideal or satisfactory. I believe there should 
be some reward for merit, a more rapid ad 
vancement for the outstanding officers, and 
there should be some means of eliminating 
at the bottom the unfit or gold-brick officer. 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. The effect of this 
amendment will be to immediately prohibit 
the Secretary of the Navy and the President 
of the United States issuing commissions to 
those who may graduate in June? 

Mr. Scott. Let me ask the gentleman this 
question in reply to the one just asked: 
Where is there any sense in bringing young 
men into the Navy when it is going to cause 
the retirement of good men who have had ex- 
perience in order to make a place for them at 
the bottom? Also, why hold out the hope to 
these men who come into the Navy that they 
are going to be able to go to the top when 
at some time during that period they are 
going to get their necks cut off through the 
selection system ? 

Mr. Maas. That is the very question I was 
going to ask myself. The essence of this situa- 
tion is that 72 per cent of the commissioned 
strength of the Navy is in the first three lower 
grades. The personnel of the commissioned 
officers in the Navy is like a great flat plat- 
form and it suddenly narrows down into a 
shaft. We take in this great number of 
graduates from the Naval Academy at a very 
heavy expense to the Government and within 
14 years we have reduced their number 72 
per cent. There is no necessity for this at all. 
We can work out a system which will be far 
more economical in actual dollars and cents 
and will increase the morale in the Navy 100 
per cent. There is no necessity for having this 
great number of ensigns come into the Navy. 

Mr. Maverick. Is it not a fact that we have 
too many young men going to the United 
States Naval Academy? 

Mr. Maas. There is no question about that. 

Mr. Phillips. Even admitting what the 
gentleman says is true, is it not a cruel thing 
to take young men into the Naval Academy, 
have them work there a number of years and 
successfully pass their examinations, then 
when they have completed their contract with 
the Government not give them a commission? 

Mr. Maas. The gentleman is quite correct. 
The testimony before our committee by the 
very naval officers whé are defending the 
selection system was that there are very few 
naval officers retired for failure to be selected 
who are not competent officers and qualified 
to continue on and go to the next higher 
grade. They are not selected merely because 
there are no vacancies for them. 

Mr. Phillips. Is it not a lot more cruel to 
keep them in there 10 years and then cut them 
off? 

Mr. Maas, Why, certainly. 
their lives, 

Mr. Phillips. 
is going on for 10 years? 
will, 

Mr. Maverick. Let us stop it now. 

Mr. Maas. The vast majority of the officers 
who are forced out by the present selection 
system are not even accused of being unfit 
nor Incompetent. They are forced out to make 
room for other and juntor officers without 
the experiencé and value of those being re- 
placed. 

They are forced out because we are taking 
in too many officers at the bottom at needless 
cost to the Government and with no increased 
efficiency to the Navy. 

The cost of the retired list is mounting to 
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I do not think it 
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the point where the whole principle of provid- 
ing for retired officers is being jeopardized. 

There is no need to graduate such large 
classes from the Naval Academy. 

The jobs filled by many of these young 
ensigns can be perfectly satisfactorily filled 
by a combination of appointing for 4 years 
graduates of naval R. O. T. C. colleges who 
are educated without cost to the Government 
and by using warrant officers and chief petty 
officers. 

If the number of graduates at the Naval 
Academy is regulated to provide the number 
of officers needed as a base for promotion 
through the various grades, there will be no 
necessity of the present drastic elimination. 

There should be enough selection to stimu- 
late the best efforts of every officer and to 


properly recognize and reward outstanding 

merit and ability. 

There should also be enough forced efjgy. 
nation to warn the laggards and to elim) 
inefficient, incompetent, and gold-brick og, 
cers. 

The rest are average officers and should ly 
so treated. Promotion should be regular an 
on an equal basis for average officers, 

Competent, qualified officers who do 
duty should be assured of an uninterrupte 
career in the Navy. 

Any other system is destructive of morale 
wasteful, costly, and in the end injures the 
national defense. 

The Fleet Reserve Association has a slogan 
we might well adopt as our national Policy, 
“A navy second to none, manned by a pergop 
nel superior to all.” 

Mr. Hobbs. Mr. Chairman, I think the dis. 
tinguished chairman of the Naval Affain 
Committee of the House, than whom there jg 
no better posted man on this subject in this 
body, and for whose judgment, ordinarily, | 
have the highest regard, has demonstrated 
the passion with which he spoke here today 
in defense of his pet, the selection system of 
the Navy, that there is an Ethiopian in th 
woodpile. ‘There is no one who knows ag wel 
as the honorable gentleman from Georgia 
that the system is indefensible, on its merit, 
He himself has admitted that it should ty 
remodeled and revamped. The distinguished 
gentlemen who head the Navy high command 
admit in their testimony before the Appro. 
priations Committee that its injustices shoud 
be corrected, Why, then, should he rise hep 
in all this passion of apparent anger and jp 
veigh against us when we say the same thing? 

What justification is there? There is non. 
What justification can any gentleman off 
for taking in 500 new officers a year and 
kicking most of them out within a few shor 
years, before they reach the height of thet 
prime, and into whose heads we have poured 
not only the best education that this splendid 
institution can give, plus the later training, 
at a cost of from $24,000 to $35,000 apiece of 
the taxpayers’ money? I am talking not of 
the deadwood, the inept, but of those ad 
mittedly good, worthy officers, as efficient a 
many Who are kept in. There can be no justi 
fication for this cruel waste both of :oney 
and men. (Applause.) 

They say that only those complain who ar 
kicked out. They cite Admiral Andrews ard 
state that in his testimony before the Appro- 
priations Committee last year he said that hb 
made requests of all the officers in the Navy— 
over 6,000 of them—for their criticism, and 
that there was little or no complaint. But 
they do not tell you that although he re 
quested the expression of more than 6,000 of 
ficers, he only got some 150 replies. 

Of course, they said “everything is lovely,” 
and it may have honestly seemed so to them; 
but what did the other 5,850 think? (Ap 
plause.) This system tends toward syeoe 
phancy. The more an officer “bootlicks” bis 
superior, the better chance he has for promo 
tion under this inquitous selection system. 
You are sapping the manhood of the Navy. 4s 
I said in testifying before the committee ia 
the presence of Admiral Andrews: 

You need never expect, Admiral, to get@ 
frank expression from the officers of the 
Navy in regard to any matter. They know 
better. As long as they have their heads in 
the lion’s mouth they are never going f 
pull his whiskers. 

(Laughter and applause.) 

Mr. Faddis. Mr. Chairman, I know of 1 
system or method more detrimental to the 
morale and efficiency of the armed forces of 
the Nation than the system of promotion 
which now prevails within the Navy. I cat 
not conceive of anything which would start# 
young officer in under more disadvantageow 
conditions than to come into the service know 
ing that his promotion in his chosen profer 
sion was dependent upon the impression be 
produced among his superior officers, Nothing 
could be more destructive to the peace of 
mind of that young man than to know he and 
his family also had to meet the approbation 
of his superior officers not only in matter 
pertaining to his duty but also to social and 
other affairs connected with his daily life 
Here is a system which admittedly—and this 
is admitted by the very supporters of th 
system—has ousted from the Navy 4 large 
number of efficient officers at the very time 
when they should be rendering their best se? 
vice to the Nation in return for their edact 
tion and training. 

The Army operates without such a system 
of selection. The Army promotes largely Up 
seniority. 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia.

Mr. Faddis. Exactly; and that was the 
pint I was trying to make. This amendment 
may bring some action on this matter. 

Mr. Ford of California. Mr. Chairman, I 
am neither an Army nor a Navy expert, but 
Ido have some consideration for the human 
sdde of this problem. Here is what we are 
doing under this, which has been called an 
indefensible method, and IT am going to call 
ita silly method, because that is what it is. 
Vader this method of selection, we let a man 
cme up through the grades for 21 years and 
gt to the very peak of his efficiency in the 
service, and then, because there is not a 
higher job for him we let him out. You can 
argue for the efficiency of the Navy all you 
want to, but such a condition cannot help 
decreasing efficiency and reducing morale. 

Mr, Maas. There is no contention made 
that the officers who are forced out at that 
time are incompetent or unfit for their jobs. 

Mr. Ford of California. None whatever. 
They are men of fine grades and fine service. 

Mr. Maas. They go out because there are 
tw vacancies for them. 

Mr. Ford of California. They are at the very 
peak of their efficiency. 

let us look at the human side of it. Here 
aman who has gone through Annapolis and 
spent 21 to 28 years in the service. Some men 
have just been let out after having spent 21 
to 8 years in the service. There was nothing 
galnst them; it was just that the selection 
hoard let them out. The selection is made by 
thoard which is sworn to secrecy. Nobody 
inows why men are selected to go out or 
ay in, and it is against the law to tell why. 

What is the human situation with regard to 
these men? Here is a man who has been 
(rained to the Navy or the Marine Corps all 
bis life, He comes to the age, 48, 44, 45, or 50. 
Automatically he goes out of the service at a 
fry small annual pension. He is unfit to 
titer into the normal competitive stream of 
life in the United States and make a living. If 
thas a family and is dependent on his salary 
bring up the family, perhaps with children 
vho are about half way through school, he 
“stranded at the very best time of his life 
vhen he should give the very best service to 
the Navy, 

Tappeal to the members of the Committee 
stop this nonsense. (Applause.) 

Mr. zac. Mr. Chairman, in San Diego we 
have the light forces of the fleet, consisting of 
thout 120 ships there at the present time. This 
mans lots of officers on duty there, so I come 
ftom the fleet knowing something of the con- 
tition of the morale existing among the offi 
“ts of the fleet. 

At no time in the history of the United 
States Navy has the morale sunk to such a 

point. I get this from the wives, the sis 

“ts, the mothers, and fathers of these officers. 

themselves cannot speak. They do not 
re say a word about this selection system, 

How do you suppose they select these offi- 
8? There is a board of very fine officers 
who sit down here in Washington and make 

felections. Naturally, they are of high 
rink and they do not come in contact with all 
younger officers. They do not know 
re this man is better than the other one. 
thet Utterly impossible to know everybody 
v4 before that board, and so they say, 
men I know Jones, and Jones is a good 
mand Jones gets the vote; but as to 
Smith nobody has served with Smith, and 
does not get a chance. Then Smith, at 
just Ig prime of his life, is put on the shelf, 
we thi e the young men you are going to 
Th * year retired at about the age of 42. 
stems just one of the evil effects of this 
a oo are going to be put on the shelf 
Te goin 4 e taxpayers 

thout $4,000 going to cost th pay 


“Ww a year and their place is going 





to be taken by someone else who is going to 
draw $6,000 a year, and you will have an ex- 
pense of $10,000 for one job. The taxpayers 
are still going to pay this retired pay because 
it is the law of the land and you are not 
saving anything there. 

All these people ask is that as long as they 
are efficient officers, as long as they have 
given the best years of their life to the de- 
fense of the Nation, they be permitted to con- 
tinue until they are no good. And if anyone 
can show me where any one of these men, 
or at least the great majority of them, have 
been put on the shelf because they were no 
good, I would like to know who they are, 
because I know most of those of the ages of 
45, 48, and down to 40. 

Mr. White of Idaho. 
keep a personnel record? 

Mr. Izac. Yes; and let me show how that 
works. I am a happy-go-lucky commanding 
officer and I like everybody on my ship, and 
we have a happy ship, and I say, “All of you 
boys are fine and I am going to give you a 
good mark,” and you get a good mark. Here 
is another fellow over here who says, “I am 
hard-boiled and I never give a good mark.” 
You may get 3-0 over there and 4-0 over here, 
and when the marks go before the board it 
looks as if an officer who is very fine with 
one commanding officer cannot get to first 
base with another. There is no uniformity in 
the system, 

Mr. Magnuson, I wish the gentleman would 
inform the Committee of this fact. As long 
as we have so many officers in the Navy com- 
ing out of Annapolis, there must be some 
system of selection; is not that correct? 

Mr. Izac. That is correct. 

Mr. Magnuson. And it is not entirely the 
fault of the high command of the Navy, but 
the fault of this Congress in turning out so 
many officers that we cannot handle? 

Mr. Izac. That may be part of the trouble. 
Admiral Andrews said to me, “Show me a 
better system and I will work on that.” They 
want a better system, and I believe when you 
get them right down to brass tacks and say, 
“You have one year within which to work out 
a plan,” they will work out a plan that will 
be acceptable to everybody. 

Mr. Maverick. Mr. Chairman, I have a par- 
ticularly high regard for the gentleman from 
California (Mr, Izac), because he is a naval 
officer who went into the Navy and came out 
with an open mind, I would be inclined to 
favor this on account of what the gentleman 
from California (Mr. Izac) has said, if for 
no other, 

I want to read here a statement thgt is tn 
the hearing on the naval appropriation bill 
This is a statement of a young man who said: 

I voluntarily interrupted my education be 
cause of this national emergency. I was 
eventually commissioned an ensign. T was 
convinced by admirals and captains that I 
had what was necessary to make a good 
naval officer of my rank and age. 

The he goes on to show he was going to 
make this his life work, and he shows further 
that he fulfilled his contract satisfactorily, 
and then he states: 

When the Navy Department secured the 
annulment of the section with which we 
were inducd to enter the service, they pro 
ceeded to grease the ways to launch us out 
via the selection board, In 1934 legistation 
was secured providing for selection to grade 
of Heutenant commander, with forced re 
tirement for those not selected, 

Which means, of course men are retired in 
the prime of life. To go on with the state 
ment: 

After that it was routine; none of the 
wartime officers over 40 years of age were 
selected, and very few of those under this 
age. This was the end of the wartime group 
Now, Mr. Chairman, here is the situation we 

are in: All this amendment does is to say that 
they shall hold the method of selection of 
naval officers up for one year, within which 
time we can look into this matter and see 
whether the present system is right or wrong. 

And everyone knows that the selection sys 
tem now in vogue is one of the most evil 
things in the United States. IT hope we will 
adopt this amendment and do something to 
correct this situation, 

Mr. Patrick. How would it affect the pres 
ent class that is being graduated this year? 

Mr. Maverick. They may have to wait 
awhile, but it might prevent us in the future 
putting too many officers into the Navy. We 
will have to stop this some day. This does 
not stop it, but it holds it up so that we will 
have time te think about it. 

Mr. White of Idaho. Does this selection sys 
tem encourage applicants to play polities with 
the members of the selection board in order 
to secure promotions? 

Mr. Maverick. I think it does even 
than that. In order to explain, it would take

barrack-room language that 
have long since abandoned, The least IT can 
say is that they call it being kind to the 


colonel in the Army and being very nice to 
the admiral. 

Mr. Umstead. Mr. Chairman, I do not pro 
pose to discusse the matter of the selection of 
naval officers for promotion with you. IT do 
not happen to be an expert on that question. 
I have heard the selection system discussed a 
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great deal, but I have heard things said about 
the conduct and operation of the system this 
afternoon that I have never heard before. 
This is no time to pass upon the merits of 
the selection system. We are here considering 
an appropriation bill. Just recall what you 
have listened to for the last 30 minutes, You 
have listened to a defense, on the one hand, 
and condemnation, on the other hand, of a 
method used in the Navy Department for the 
selection and promotion of its officers. I re- 
spectfully submit to the calm consideration 
of every man within the sound of my voice 
that such a method is not a proper way to 
legislate on this subject. We are dealing with 
an appropriation bill for an arm of our na 
tional defense. I think there is a great deal 
of merit in some of the accusations brought 
against the selection system. I am not here 
to defend it. Neither am I here to condemn 
it. I appeal to those of you, who have not, 
as the gentleman from Alabama said about 
the gentleman from Georgia, let his passions 
run wild and then proceeded to let his pas- 
sions catch up with the wild passions of the 
gentleman from Georgia, calmly to agree with 
me that this is not the time or place or the 
proper method to pass this kind of legisla- 
tion, Tam right jealous about this matter of 
legislation on an appropriation bill, IT try, 
so far as I can, to bring in a bill to the House 
that has no legislation in it. Sometimes that 
creeps in and quite unintentionally, but T do 


not believe in legislating on appropriation 
bills. What is the situation? 
I remind you of something that has not 


been mentioned here except in the form of a 
question, If the ruling of the Chair in this 
case be correct, if the interpretation placed by 
his adviser upon this statute I referred to be 
correct, and if this amendment be passed, 
then if no change in the law be made between 
now and next June, there will be exactly 262 
fine young men whom you sent down here to 
the Naval Academy who cannot be commis 
sioned,. Why? Merely because we have under 
taken indirectly to do a thing which ought to 
have an open and clear and adequate con 
sideration. We would do something without 
realizing its full purport, perhaps, which 
would deny 262 commissions to the graduates 
of Annapolis—not because they are not needed 
but because, under the operation of this 
amendment, they could not under the law be 
given a commission. 

Mr. White of Idaho. Will not all these offi 
cers in the Navy that reach retirement age 
under the statute be retired, regardless of 
whether we adopt this amendment? 

Mr. Umstead. The gentleman is entirely 
correct, but that does not affect the figures 
that I have just stated. Let me appeal to you. 
It means nothing to me whether you vote 
this amendment up or down, T have not had 
any officer complain to me about it. Tam not 
sore at the Navy Department, and neither am 
I their vassal. I undertake to come in here 
with what appears to me to be the best T 
can do with what is put before me to do with, 
This is not the proper way to handle this 
matter, The gentleman who introduced this 
amendment is a member of the proper com- 
mittee, which he admits ought to work out a 
solution of the matter. T hope the Committee 
will vote this amendment down and stand by 
us in our judgment as to orderly procedure 
in this Tlouse., 


The Chairman, The time of the gentleman 


from North Carolina has expired, All time 
has expired. The question is on the amend 
ment offered by the gentleman from Call 


fornia (Mr. Scott). 
The question was taken; and on a division 


(demanded by Mr. Umetead) there were 
nyes 81, noes 51, 

Mr. Umstead. Mr. Chairman, I ask for 
tellers, 

Tellers were ordered, and the Chair ap- 


pointed as tellers Mr. Umstead and Mr, Scott. 

The Committee again divided: and the 
tellers reported that there were—ayes 03, noes 
h2. 

So the amendment was agreed to. 

Following the adoption of his amend. 
ment Representative Scott offered an- 
other to lower the amounts in the pay 
section of the bill by the total estimated 
as being saved by his prior amendment, 
However, both Representative Umstead 
and Representative Vinson argued with 
him over the correctness of the amount, 
so finally the amendment was withdrawn 
under the understanding that the money 
saved would revert to the Treasury any- 
way. 

Later Representative Hobbs offered an 
amendment to reduce the number of ap- 


pointments to the Naval Academy from 
four to three, stating as follows: 
Mr. Chairman, this question reverts to, 


hinges upon, and dovetails with, 
we have had upon the Scott

All this amendment seeks to do is to reduce 
the number of appointments of each Con- 
gressman and Senator from four to three, 
We are forcing into the officer personne] 
of the Navy each year something like 500 new 
men and because of the narrowing of the 





pyramid from that wide base, inevitably, 
good, efficient men, against whom there is no 
complaint, whose records are as good as many 
who stay in, are being forced out, and in 
every one of these efficient officers, 250 of 
whom we are kicking out of the service every 
year, your Government, under laws passed by 
you, has invested from $24,000 to $35,000! That 
does not make sense! If you believe in econ- 
omy, if you believe in efficiency in the service, 
i? you believe what the Appropriations Com- 
mittee itself advocated last year, you will 
vote this amendment “up.” 

I read from the report of the Appropria- 
tions Committee of last year which, after a 
paragraph or two, concludes with this state- 
ment: 

These facts and considerations should be 
convincing that there is urgent need for 
further legislative consideration of the 
Navy's line-officer situation and raise a 
serious doubt as to the need or wisdom of 
continuing with four appointments to the 
Naval Academy each year. 

This amendment, however, was voted 
down. Mr. Hobbs next introduced an 
amendment to permit the President to 
make appointments to fill up the total 
when the 100 appointments allotted to 
enlisted men of the Navy are not used. 
This was lost on objection by Mr, Um- 
stead. 

The personnel situation first came up 
for consideration on Jan. 18 when Repre- 
sentative Umstead, himself, expressed 
alarm at the increasing cost of retired 
pay. The discussion at that time pro- 
ceeded as follows: 

Mr. Umstead—lI do wish to call the attention 
of Congress to a matter which alarms me 
somewhat in looking at it from long range. 

I do not pretend to take the position that 
Tam properly and adequately informed about 
it. It is a matter of legislation and not ap 
propriation, fundamentally, but the question 
of retired pay for officers and men in the 
Navy has come to be an item of tremendous 
importance. It developed from an examina 
tion of facts and figures that in 1938, which 
was the last year before the economy act, the 
total carried in the appropriation bill for the 
Navy Department, for the retirement pay of 
enlisted men and officers was approximately 
$22 000.000, The amount necessary now to pay 
the retirement pay of officers and men is 
approximately $36,000,000, which means that 
in the period of 6 years that item has Increased 
$14,000,000, 

ease do not understand that I am sug 
resting that the features of retirement pay 
shonld be eliminated, Tam not. Please do not 
understand that I am suggesting that it Is 
not perhaps beneficial and may be necessary, 
but I feel, as chairman of the subcommittee,

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and as such, having to bring before this Con- 
gress a tremendously large appropriation bill 
undertaking to carry out your mandate, that 
it is my duty to call attention to things which 
as the years pass will roll up a tremendous 
expenditure in this country, I do not know 
what the remedy is and I am not suggesting a 
remedy here. I am taking this opportunity to 
call it to your attention and to the attention 
of the chairman of the Naval Affairs Com- 

mittee, 

Mr. Johnson of Oklahoma.—I want to ask 
a question about this retirement pay. Does 
not the gentleman think it would be a wise 
thing if Congress, instead of retiring those 
who served in the Navy at the age of 38, in 
many instances, changed the law and did not 
permit men to retire under 30 years’ service in 
the Navy? 

Mr. Umstead.—That involves a iegislative 
question, I may say to the gentleman from 
Oklahoma, However, it is well worth con- 
sidering. No doubt it has some merit. I am 
in no position, of course, to discuss it in detail 
at this moment, 

Mr. Cochran.—In view of the fact that the 
amount necessary for retired pay of the offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps has increased so much, $12,000,000, 
from 1933 to 1938, and the Army increased $5,- 
000,000, and the complete retired pay of the 
officers and men in the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard for last year was $66,- 
000,000, it is clearly evident that eventually it 
is going to be around $80,000,000, We provide 
that the civil-service employees of the United 
States Government must contribute monthly 
toward their retirement fund. We require 
citizens of this country to contribute monthly 
toward their unemployment fund under the 
social-security law, Therefore, is it not ren- 
sonable that some consideration should be 
given to the question of whether it would not 
he advisable te require that the officers and 
enlisted men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard should likewise contribute 
something toward a retirement fund? 

Mr. Umstead.—I think that matter is worthy 
of consideration. I suggest that the gentle- 
man take it up with the chairman of the legis- 
lative committee having jurisdiction. 

Mr. Martin of Colorado,—-Does the gentle 
man know what part of the increase in the 
naval retirement pay is due to the enforced 
retirement of comparatively young and effi 
clent naval officers through the operation of 
the selection board, men whose careers are 
destroyed by that process? 

Mr. Umstead.—I cannot give the gentleman 
the figure and I do not belleve any man can 
give the gentleman a definite answer to his 
question; because, to know the answer it 
would be necessary to know what would have 
happened If the selection system had not come 
into existence and I do not believe anybody 
can answer that. 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia.—Replying to the in- 
quiry of the gentleman from Colorado, 1 
may say that the compensation carried in this 
bill as retired pay of officers is only about 
$0,000,000, and about $13,000,000 for enlisted 
personnel who, after 16 and 20 years’ service 
xo into what is known as the Fleet Naval 
Reserve, 

On the second day of consideration of 
the naval appropriation bill, the selection 
question also came in for heated debate, 
Representative Ditter, ranking minority 
member of the naval appropriation sub- 
committee, started it off with a severe 
castigation of the promotion system, 
Later, Representative Vinson presented a 
carefully prepared statement in defense 
of the officers’ retirement and enlisted 
men’s transfer systems of the Navy. Then 
Representative Cochran, D. of Mo., chair- 
man of the House Expenditures Commit- 
tee, urged that Army and Navy officers 
and enlisted men be required to con- 
tribute toward their future retired pay. 
The Jan. 19 debate follows: 

Mr. Ditter. The needs of the Navy can be 
divided into two general categories, men and 
materials, I repeat today what I have said 
on other occasions, that men mean more than 
materials; that a contented, fearless, and am- 
bitions personnel is of more importance than 
the type or size of the units of the fleet; and 
that the development of a personnel of this 
character is our first duty. Any factor, 
whether it be a legislat've enactment. or an 
administrative policy, which has a demoral- 
izing effect upon the morale of the men should 
receive the prompt attention of the Congress 
and be corrected fortwith, The present selec- 
tion system is such a factor. It is the system 
by which highly trained officers with ex 
tended experience and with not even the sus- 
picion of a blemish on their records, are 
branded in the prime of life as unfit for ser- 
vice and involuntarily dismissed. It is the 
system by which every younger officer in the 
Navy is made the potential victim of the per- 
sonal pique and spleen of his superiors, or 
else assume the distasteful and obnoxious 
role of a patronizing “yes man.” It is the 
system which functions upon only one base 








and that is favoritism, and which has but 
one excuse for its existence, and that is 
favoritism. It is the fetish which is fondled 
by favorites and worshipped by the fortu- 
nates. It gnaws away at the very vitals of the 
morale of the men, sapping their initiative, 
their independence, their forthrightness, their 
ambition, and robbing them of the valiant 
virtues upon which the best and the finest 
traditions of the Navy are founded, This 
slaughter of our own men must be stopped! 
Why build ships and at the same time kill 
off the men who are to command these ships? 
The first duty of the Department is to ad- 
vocate a change in this indefensible system of 
selection In which it acknowledges there is 
need for correction. Thus far it has done 
nothing, and I predict it will do nothing as 
long as the Congress permits it to continue 
on its present course. 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. Mr. Chairman, there 
are only 571 on the retired list as a result 
of this much-criticized selection law, or less 
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Mr. Smith of Connecticut. What I want to 
know for-‘my own information is the approxi- 
mate percentage of the officers on the retired 
list who are retired as a result of the selection 
system. ’ 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. About 20 per cent, 
because they have 2,510 officers on the retire- 
ment list and 517 are the result of the selec- 
tion law. 

Mr. Scott. And it is true, however, that we 
do retire some officers that are considered 
capable to fill the positions because there are 
no positions above them for them to go into. 

Mr. Vinson of Ge a a. Yes, I am very glad 
my colleague from California called atten- 
tion to that. The officer strength of the Navy 
is regulated by law. It is based on an au- 
thorized enlisted strength of 137,000 men. 

Mr. Cochran. Mr. Chairman, I started this 
discussion in reference to retired pay of offi- 
cers and men in the Naval and Military Ser- 
vices. The Budget estimates for the present 
year provide $65,909,818 for retired pay for 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard,
